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NOTES ON PRICES AND PRICE 
INDEX NUMBERS 


Industry Selling Price Index: Manufacturing 
(1961 = 100) 


The industry selling price index (Total Manufactur- 
ng) rose 1.3% in January 1975 to 185.0 from the December 
1974 index of 182.7. It was 17.5% higher than the January 
1974 index of 157.4. 


In terms of the relative contribution to the overall 
change in the total manufacturing index, the more notable 
changes were increases recorded in the paper and allied 
ndustries group (6.8%) with advances in the pulp and paper 
nills industry (8.5%). Upward movement in the cement 
nanufacturers industry (15.1%), ready-mix concrete manu- 
facturers (5.8%) and concrete products manufacturers (3.3%) 
noved the non-metallic minerals group higher. Notable 
nereases to a lesser degree were registered in chemical and 
chemical products group (1.8%) and primary metals group 
(0.9%). 


Decreases were evident in the foods and beverages 
zroup (0.4%) and in the textile industries group (0.5%). 


NOTES SUR LES PRIX ET LES 
INDICES DE PRIX 


Indice des prix de vente dans l’industrie: Fabrication 
(1961 = 100) 


L’indice des prix de vente dans |’industrie (ensemble du 
secteur de la fabrication) a augmenté de 1.3%, passant de 182.7 en 
décembre 1974 a 185.0 en janvier 1975. Il a progressé de 17.5% 
par rapport a l’indice de janvier 1974 (157.4). 


Si l’on compare les facteurs de variation de l’indice total, 
les changements les plus appréciables ont été les augmentations 
observées dans le groupe de l'industrie du papier et activités 
annexes (6.8%), en raison des progressions notées dans le cas des 
usines de pate et papier (8.5%). En ce qui concerne la progression 
du groupe des produits minéraux non métalliques, elle est imputa- 
ble aux augmentations chez les fabricants de ciment (15.1%), les 
fabricants de béton préparé (5.8%) et les fabricants de produits en 
béton (3.3%). Des augmentations tout aussi appréciables, mais 
dans une moindre mesure, ont été enregistrées dans le cas de 
l’industrie chimique (1.8%) et du groupe de la premiére transfor- 
mation des métaux (0.9%). 


On a observé des baisses dans le groupe des industries des 
aliments et boissons (-0.4%) ainsi que dans celui de l’iidustrie 
textile (-0.5%).

General Wholesale Index (1935-39 = 100) 


The general wholesale index rose 0.6% to 484.7 from 
the revised December index of 482.0. It was 12.9% higher 
than a year earlier. Five of the eight major groups increased 
while three decreased. 


The wood products group index showed an increase 
of 6.3% to 605.2 from the revised December index of 569.6. 
This was due principally to price increases in newsprint and 
wrapping paper 12.1% and wood pulp 8.5%. The non- 
metallic minerals group index increased 4.4% to 369.7 from 
the December index of 354.0, due to increases in coke 30.5%, 
cement 14.2% and salt 12.5%. The iron products group index 
rose 2.8% with an index of 487.2 in January from the revised 
December index of 473.9 mainly as a result of increases in 
wire and in rolling mill products. The chemical products 
index rose 1.1% where a 33.7% increase in dyeing material 
occurred. Textile products increased 0.8%. The vegetable 
group index decreased 4.1% to 517.4 from the revised De- 
cember index of 539.6 reflecting price declines for onions, 
sugar and its products and potatoes. The animal products 
index decreased by 1.0% to 503.2 from the revised index of 
508.4 in December. The non-ferrous metals group index 
declined 0.6%.

Indice des prix de trente matiéres industrielles 
(1935-39 = 100) 


L’indice des prix de trente matiéres industrielles, calculé 
comme moyenne géométrique non pondeérée, a baissé de 1.2% 
pour s’établir a 499.3 en janvier comparativement a 505.2 (indice 
rectifié) en décembre. On a observé des hausses de prix dans le cas 


unchanged for fourteen. The most notable decreases were 
raw sugar, raw wool, linseed oil, domestic copper and domes- 
tic wheat, followed by steers in Toronto, spruce lumber, hogs, 
raw cotton, and raw rubber. Principal increases included steel 
bars. iron ore, tin, bleached sulphite pulp and oats. 


The Consumer Price Index 


The Consumer Price Index for Canada (1961 = 100) 
rose 0.5% to 176.6 in January from 175.8 in December, to 
register its smallest month-to-month movement since Octo- 
ber 1973. Between January 1974 and January 1975 the CPI 
advanced 12.1%, with more than one-third of the 12-month 
rise contributed by increased food prices and a further 
one-quarter by advances in the housing component. 


In the latest month, lower retail prices for sugar, beef 
and poultry largely offset higher prices for fresh milk, eggs 
and cereal and bakery products, thereby limiting the rise in 
the Food index to 0.3%. Two-thirds of this increase is 
attributable to higher prices for food consumed outside the 
home which, on average, rose by 1.3%. 


The index for All-Items other than Food moved up 
0.6%, mainly due to higher electricity and gas rates, increased 
prices of alcoholic beverages following recent government 
tax and price adjustments, advances in rail fares and in- 
creases in prices for automobiles from outside North Amer- 
ica. The effect of these price rises was partially offset by lower 
clothing prices which moved down slightly as is normally the 
case between December and January, and by a decline in the 
homeownership index because of price reductions for build- 
ing materials. 


The Consumer Price Index reclassified by goods and 
services offers another view of the incidence of price change. 
Between December and January, the total goods index 
moved up 0.4% while the index for services advanced 0.5%. 


On a seasonally adjusted basis the December to 
January rise in the All-Items Consumer Price Index was 0.5%, 
less than half the rate of increase of the preceding three 
months. The Food index, seasonally adjusted, edged up by 
only 0.1%, while All-Items excluding Food moved up by 
0.6%

veneral Wholesale Index (1935-39 = 100) 


The General Wholesale Index is a commodity classi- 
ed index of prices. The index is “general”? inasmuch as it 
corporates a diverse selection of both primary and pro- 
2ssed commodities. It is called ‘‘wholesale’’ because its 
gredient prices relate to that broad and heterogeneous area 
commodity distribution which excludes only retail trade. In 
ict, the term ‘‘wholesale’’ has more of a connotation of bulk 
ading than of any homogeneous level of distribution. Thus, 
iough the index mainly includes prices of producers, it also 
wers transactions of *‘middle men”’ who trade in commodi- 
2s of a type or in quantities characteristic of primary 
arketing functions. 


Though general wholesale price indexes have been 
Iculated by many countries for years there in no precise 
swer to the question of what such an index measures. This 
so because the index cannot be associated with any 
lequately definable value aggregate. Unlike a consumer 
ice index which can be identified with expenditures of 
yusehold consumers, a general wholesale index covers a 
st of overlapping transactions sometimes involving the 
me ingredient in as many as three different Stages of 
ocessing. Yet, conceptually, it is not a measure of the 
chasing power of money because it omits significant areas 
monetary transactions such as prices of land, labour, 
curities and services, except in so far as prices of these 
ngs are implicit in commodity prices. As a conventional 
mmary figure, its use has tended towards a reference level 
ainst which to observe the behaviour of particular price 
Dups such as farm products, industrial materials, building 
iterials and the various other groupings for which indexes 
2 published. And as an indicator of general business 
aditions it is usually included in the group which is re- 
tded as approximately coincident with the business cycle. 
lwever, its main attribute now lies in its long historical 
itinuity.

Indice général des prix de gros (1935-39 = 100) 


L’indice général des prix de gros est un indice des prix 
classés par produit. Cet indice est “genéral’’ du fait qu’il com- 
prend une variété de produits primaires et de produits trans- 
formés. Il est appelé “de gros”’ parce que les prix qui le composent 
se rapportent au domaine vaste et hétérogéne de la distribution 
des produits dont seul le commerce de détail est exclu.

The selection of materials for pricing relates to groups 
such as “‘stable’’ prices, numbering 12, food prices, number- 
ing 5 and “‘sensitive’’ prices, numbering 13. We plan to 
construct an index of industrial prices that will relate to 
current usage of materials and that will be of the more 
traditional Laspeyre’s type in its construction. The presently 
published index contains prices for some materials that no 
longer constitute important industrial inputs. 


The Consumer Price Index for Canada 
(1961 = 100) 


The Consumer Price Index measures the percentage 
change through time in the cost of purchasing a constant 
‘basket’? of goods and services representing the purchases by 
a particular population group in a specified me period. The 
‘“basket”’ is an unchanging or equivalent quantity and quality 
of goods and services, consisting of items for which there are 
continually measurable market prices over time. 


The index relates to a broad but specific group of 
urban families and reflects the price changes experienced by 
that “target group’’. The index may not represent closely the 
experience of any one specific family within the group, nor 
should it be expected to reflect price change for other 
population groups for which income, family size and place of 
residence are characteristically different. The target group to 
which the current index relates is composed of families — (a) 
living in cities with over 30,000 population, (b) ranging in 
size from two to six persons and (c) with annual incomes in 
1967 ranging from $4,000 to $12,000. To measure the 
influences of price change on the cost of goods and services 
purchased by such families, the Consumer Price Index re- 
flects movements of some 300 items. 


The history of consumer price indexes in Canada 
extends back to the early 1900’s and encompasses periodic 
revisions of index base reference periods and weighting 
patterns. In January 1969, the time base was updated to 
1961=100 from 1949=100; details are contained in the 
January 1969 issue of the monthly publication Prices and 
Price Indexes, Catalogue 62-002.

Un systéme révisé de classification supplémentaire, intitulé 
“L’indice des prix a la consommation au Canada reclassé par 
biens et services”’, a été introduit en mai 1973 en méme temps que 
la révision des schémas de pondération de l’indice des prix a la 
consommation afin de rendre compte des dépenses de 1967.

Purchasing Power of the 1961 Consumer Dollar 


As consumer prices rise, the sum of money required to 
purchase an unchanging or equivalent quantity and quality of 
goods and services increases, and the amount of these items 
that can be purchased with a fixed sum of money decreases. 
Conversely, as prices fall, the amount of goods and services 
that can be purchased with a fixed sum of money increases. 
Thus, rising prices are associated with declining purchasing 
power of money and falling prices are associated with Its 
increasing purchasing power. 


The purchasing power of the consumer dollar, in 
other words, bears an inverse relationship to the movement 
of the Consumer Price Index. For example, by January 1973, 
compared with their average level in 1961, consumer prices 
as measured by the C.P.I. were 44.5% higher, so that an 
equivalent basket of goods and services which could be 
purchased for $100.00 in 1961 would cost the consumer 
$144.50 in January 1973. Each consumer dollar in January 
1973, therefore, buys less than in 1961, and the amount of its 
reduced value can be expressed in terms of the inverse 
consumer price movement. Thus, in January 1973 the pur- 
chasing power of the 1961 consumer dollar declined to 
approximately 69 cents ($1.00 x 100.0/144.5 = $0.69). 


Users of the tabulation which shows the purchasing 
power of the 1961 consumer dollar at different points in time 
(Table 12) should note that, as in the case of the Consumer 
Price Index from which it is derived, it may not represent 
closely the experience of any one specific family within the 
large group to which the C.P.I. relates; nor should it be 
expected to reflect the experience of other population groups 
whose income, family size and place of residence are charac- 
teristically different. It should also be noted that, like the 
C.P.L, it is not directly affected by changes in income tax, 
unemployment insurance premiums and certain other secur- 
ity payments. 


Measuring the Purchasing Power of Wages 


Changing consumer price levels affect the amounts of 
consumer goods and services which a dollar will buy, and 
average wages, insofar as they are spent on such items will, 
of course, be affected in the same way. A wage measurement 
which takes the change of consumer prices into account, can 
be calculated by reducing actual average wages by the 
percentage rise in consumer price levels, or increasing them 
by the amount price levels fall. Wages thus adjusted may be 
used to indicate the comparative purchasing power of aver- 
age earnings if consumer price levels and consumption 
patterns had remained constant. The following illustration 
shows how this kind of an adjustment can be made. 


Suppose that a series of average weekly wages rises 
from $80.00 in week A to $100.00 in week B, and that in the 
same interval a consumer price index advances from 100 to 
110.0. Because of the 10% rise in consumer prices, $1.00 will 
not buy as much in week B as it would in week A. On the

dered less valid; the consumer price index weighting pattern 
was last revised in May 1973, and prior to that, in 1961. 
Furthermore, some part of income may be saved, and it 
should be borne in mind that it is not appropriate to reduce 
savings to a constant dollar basis by using an index which 
reflects consumption patterns. 


It should also be kept in mind that measures of 
change in real earnings calculated from averages of gross 
earnings may differ from changes in the purchasing power of 
“take-home” pay, due to such factors as changes in personal 
income tax and pay deductions for such things as social 
insurance and pension plans. Thus index numbers of real 
wages should not be interpreted as measuring fluctuations in 
the levels of consumption of wage-earners or wage-earners’ 
families; they are intended to show only the trend in purchas- 
ing power of wages over the items covered by the price index, 
and in addition to the factors already mentioned, do not take 
into account other family income (including family allow- 
ances) or changes in the savings position of families. 


The table in this report showing indexes of both 
actual (current dollar) and real (constant dollar) wages uses 
1961 as a reference year. However, any reference period may 
be chosen as a base since percentage changes between any 
two periods will be the same regardless of the reference 
period selected.

Inter-City Retail Price Comparisons 


Statistics relating to differences in retail prices 
between Canadian cities were initially developed for food, 
and subsequently extended to cover such other elements of 
the family budget as clothing, transportation, household 
operation, health and personal care, recreation, education 
and reading, and tobacco and alcohol. In all, inter-city price 
comparisons are drawn for commodities and services com- 
prising nearly three-quarters of the budget on which the 
Consumer Price Index for Canada is currently based with the 
major omission being shelter (both rented and owned). 
While recognizing the importance of shelter differentials in 
any overall comparison of the general price level being 
encountered by consumers in different urban centres, the 
problems inherent in drawing valid comparisons between 
cities are such as to require further research. Meanwhile, it is 
considered that, despite the absence of shelter differentials at 
this time, publication of retail price comparisons for other 
elements of the budget will go some distance towards serving 
the varied needs of users. 


Table 14 presents the results of an updating of earlier 
spatial retail price measurements to May 1971 and includes 
more complete data on several cities. A fuller explanation of 
the study from which this table is derived is contained in the 
November 1968, November 1969 and April 1972 issues of 
Prices and Price Indexes (Statistics Canada, Catalogue

far as possible. Price relationships between pairs of cities 
_were derived and subsequently converted to a common base 
_of Winnipeg prices equalling 100 to facilitate comparisons 
over the whole range of cities. Except for foodstuffs and new 
|Passenger cars for which inter-city price differentials were 
derived directly from new comparisons based on May 1971 
|price data, the updating of these measurements of inter-city 
tetail price differentials was accomplished by application of 
the relative movement of prices, at the item level in each city, 
over the intervening periods as derived from the relevant city 
(consumer price indexes. These price relationships at the item 
level were aggregated on the basis of the Canada urban 
\consumer spending pattern, rather than the patterns applica- 
ble to individual cities.

The latter index was composed of a 
Farm Family Living Index and a Composite Index Exclusive 
of Living Component. The Farm Input Price Indexes replaces 
the Composite Index Exclusive of Living Component from 
1961 forward. 


A detailed description of concepts, methods and data 
sources in contained in the occasional paper, Farm Input 
Price Indexes, 1961= 100, Catalogue 62-534, and 1s repro- 
duced in the September 1971 issue of Prices and Price 
Indexes, Catalogue 62-002. The foregoing publications also 
contain total and component price indexes for Eastern, 
Western, and all Canada, from 1961 to and including the 
third quarter 1971. 


Current price indexes will be published on a regular 
basis in the quarterly publication, Farm Input Price Indexes, 
1961 =100, Catalogue 62-004, and in the monthly publica- 
tion Prices and Price Indexes, Catalogue 62-002. 


The Farm Family Living component of the 1935-39 
series has not been replaced by an updated conterparts, and 
publication has been suspended. 


Security Price Indexes 


Security price indexes measure through time the effect 
of price change on the value of a portfolio of stocks bought 
and held by a hypothetical investor (as opposed to the more 
speculative trader). The portfolio represents stocks of Cana- 
dian companies listed on Toronto and Montreal stock 
exchanges. 


The number of shares held for each issue is in propor- 
tion to the total number of shares outstanding. Prices in the 
investor’s mining and supplementary stock indexes are 
Thursday’s closing quotations from the exchange (Montreal, 
Toronto, Vancouver or Calgary) with the highest volume for 
a particular stock, as reported in the Daily Canadian Data 
Bank of the Financial Post Computer Services Department. 
For preferred stocks, prices are monthly weighted averages 
of the daily closing price in which weights are daily total 
volume. The price reference base for the indexes is the year 
1956, and the indexes express prices as a percentage of price 
in 1956, arithmetically converted to the 1961 = 100 base. 


Revised indexes on the base 1956=100 were first 
presented in the June 1962 issue of this publication. The most 
important change in the revision of the indexes, apart from 
the shift in the price reference base, was the classification of 
stocks according to the Standard Industrial Classification. In 
the continuing major group Industrials, 4 sub-groups (Mill- 
ing and Grains, Food and Allied Products, Machinery and 
Equipment, and Building Materials) were replaced by 8 new 
sub-groups (Foods, Printing and Publishing, Primary Metals, 
Metal Fabricating, Non-metallic Minerals, Chemicals, Con- 
struction and Retail Trade). The remaining 5 sub-groups of 
the former index, viz., Industrial Mines, Beverages, Textile 
and Clothing, Pulp and Paper, and Oils (renamed Petro- 
leum) were continued. The major group utilities was contin-

This is 
system of industry indexes relating to types of equipment 
urchases made by establishments belonging to industries as 
efined by the 1960 Standard Industrial Classification. 


The base-weighted indexes give an estimate of how 
tuch more, or less, it would cost today to purchase a group 
f machines specified for a particular base period. 

| The interim time base for the indexes is 1968 = 100 
d most of the data from which weighting patterns were

ually supplied by major purchasers. 


The first industry index was released mid-1971 and 
ated to purchases by the construction industry. Indexes for 
ler industries will be released from time to time as they 
ome available. In the interim preliminary indexes for a 
nber of other industries are available on request. Certain 
modity indexes which exclude adjustments for exchange, 
and federal sales tax can also be provided on request.

Industry Selling Price Index: Manufacturing 
(1961 = 100) 


The industry selling price index (Total Manufactur- 
ing) moved 0.5% higher in February to 186.5 from the 
January index of 185.6. This increase was less than the 
January over December revised 1.6% and approximately half 
the average monthly increase experienced over the last six 
months. The index was 16.5% higher than the February 1974 
index of 160.1. 


. In terms of the relative contribution to the overall 
change in the total manufacturing index, the more notable 
changes were increases recorded in the wood products group 
(2.5%), halting a recent downward trend in these prices. 
Gains were particularly evident in sawmills and planing mills 
industry (4.0%). Increases continued to occur in the chemical 
products group (0.8%), due mainly to higher prices recorded 
in the manufacture of industrial chemicals (0.9%). Advances 
were also noted in the paper and allied industries group and 
the non-metallic minerals group. 


For the third successive month decreases were regis- 
‘ered in the foods and beverages group with slaughtering and 
meat packing down (4.1%) flour mills (2.2%) and in the 
miscellaneous food mfcers. group (1.5%). Lower prices in the 
cotton yarn and cloth mills (0.7%) moved the textile indus- 
ties downward slightly continuing the downward trend in 
hese prices.

The general wholesale price index declined 0.2% to 
483.2 from the revised January index of 484.3. It was 10.4% 
higher than a year earlier. Three of the eight major groups 
decreased, while five showed increases. 


The vegetable products group index declined 3.4% in 
February to 502.0 from the revised January index of 519.4 
due mainly to lower prices recorded for potatoes 20.2%, 
grains 10.0%, fresh fruits 5.5%, and livestock and poultry 
feeds 3.8%, and vegetable oil products 3.6%. The animal 
products group decreased 2.6% to 490.0 from the revised 
January index of 503.2, due to decreases in livestock 8.4%, 
fresh meats 6.6%, hides and skins 6.3%, and leather and eggs 
indexes 3.8%. The textile products group showed a decline of 
0.1% with a decrease of 9.8% for rayon fabric and a 5.0% 
decrease in cotton yarns. 


The iron products group rose 2.8% in February to 
496.2'from the revised January index of 482.9 due to in- 
creases in wire 7.4%, rolling mill products 4.7% and iron 
foundries and steel pipe and tubing 2.7%. The non-metallic 
minerals group index increased 1.9% to 377.1 from the 
revised January index of 370.1, due to increases in lime 
11.9%, sand and gravel 9.8%, clay and allied products 7.5% 
and asbestos and its products 6.3%. Wood products rose 1.8% 
to 615.7 from the revised January index of 604.7, with the 
most significant price changes in fir 7.3%, cedar 5.7%, spruce 
and hemlock 3.8%.

The investors’ index of common stock prices in- 
creased 8.5% to 153.3 in February from 141.3 in January. Of 
the three major groups, industrials increased 8.2% to 156.5, 
utilities 8.5% to 132.3 and finance 10.0% to 168.9.

Farm Input Price Index, First Quarter 1975 


The Farm Input Price Index for Canada (1961 = 100) 
increased 1.1% in the first quarter to 206.6 from 204.3 in the 
fourth quarter of 1974. The eastern index declined 0.5% to 
208.5 from 209.6 in the fourth quarter. The western index 
increased 3.1% to 204.4 from 198.2. 


In the latest 12 months, the index rose 10.2% in 
Canada 9.0% in the East and 11.6% in the West. 


The latest index showed higher prices for mortgage 
replacement and operation and seed. Prices were lower for 
feed and for feeder cattle. 


The Consumer Price Index 


The Consumer Price index for Canada (1961 = 100) 
rose 0.8% to 178.0 in February from 176.6 in January. 
Though all main components moved up in the latest month, 
the CPI registered a smaller advance than in the correspond- 
ing period last year, mainly because of less rapidly rising food 
prices. Contrasting with 1974 when food price increases 
regularly outpaced those of other parts of the consumer 
budget, so far in 1975 the indexes for Food and for All-Items 
excluding Food are rising at similar rates. Between February 
1974 and February 1975 the total CPI registered an 11.8% 
increase. 


The main impetus behind the 0.8% rise in retail food 
prices in the latest month was generally higher quotations for 
fresh fruit and vegetables (with the exception of potatoes) 
and increased prices for milk, butter and other dairy products 
as well as for most cereal and bakery items. Partially offset- 
ting these advances, beef prices moved down, on average, by 
6.5% in early February to reach the level at which they stood 
in mid-1973. Sugar also continued to move downwards in 
price; though still retailing at about double its price of a year 
earlier it as declined by 23% from its late-1974 peak. 


The rise of 0.7% in the index for All-Items other than 
Food was mainly attributable to widespread increases in 
insurance rates for automobiles as well as for dwellings and 
for household effects. Higher quotations for other items 
required to run the home, such as cleaning supplies, also 
contributed to this rise. In addition, notably higher prices 
were registered for movie admission, for alcoholic beverages 
consumed outside the home, and for magazine subscriptions. 
In contrast, clothing prices, on average, have remained 
relatively stable over the past several months. 


The Consumer Price Index reclassified by goods and 
services Offers another view of the incidence of price change.

EXPLANATION OF METHODS USED 
AND ADDITIONAL SOURCES 
FOR PRICE SERIES 


Industrial Price Indexes 
Industry Selling Price Indexes (1961 = 100) 


Industry selling price indexes are published for ap- 
proximately 100 industries within manufacturing. Also pub- 
lished are approximately 425 commodity price indexes for 
the products of these industries. The Classification system is 
that of the 1960 standard industrial classification, thus 
permitting the joint use of price statistics with other data such 
as production and employment similarly classified. 


The data upon which both the initial selection of 
commodities to be priced and responding firms are made are 
contained in the Census of Manufacturers, a series of annual 
surveys collecting statistics on shipments of commodities, 
employment and materials used. Prices are collected on the 
15th of each month or the nearest transaction date for the 
commodity being priced; sales and excise taxes are 
excluded. 


The industry classified price indexes are useful for 
analysis of price movements, for estimation of the constant 
dollar value of shipments, and for purposes of contract 
escalations. 


A complete description of these indexes is contained 
in: Industry Selling Price Indexes 1956-68, Catalogue 
62-528. 


Industry Selling Price Index: 
_ Manufacturing 


The index is gross weighted. It measures the 
movements of prices of gross shipments of manufacturing 
industries, including inter-industry shipments between indi- 
vidual industries within manufacturing. Therefore, it dupli- 
cates the movements of some prices in the sense that, for 
example, flour prices are given full weight as part of the 
shipments of the Flour Mills Industry and then are implicitly 
counted again through full weighting of the shipment prices 
of those manufacturing industries which use flour as an 
ingredient in their outputs, e.g., bread, biscuits, cakes, etc. 


“Iron & Steel Mills: 12-2910 


The principal change in the index is as follows: From 
January 1973 forward prices collected from the various 
companies are, for any given commodity, weighted together 
in a way that reflects the relative importance of each.compa- 
ny’s shipments of the commodity to the total shipments of 
that commodity by all companies in the year 1971. In 
addition prices for stainless products were deleted from the 
series bars hot rolled etc. (12-2910-082), in September 1972 
and from the series sheets and strip cold rolled etc. (12- 
2910-084) in October 1972. Prices for stainless products, 
however, are included in the price index for the iron and steel 
mills industry. 


The concept of price change measured is net return to 
mill.

Les 
produits sont classés d’aprés la Classification type des industries 
de 1960, ce qui permet d’utiliser la statistique des prix avec 
d’autres données telles que la production et l’emploi classées de la 
meme manieére. 


Les données sur lesquelles se fonde le choix initial des 
produits dont il faut déterminer le prix et des établissements 
enquétes figurent dans le ‘‘recensement des manufactures’’, série 
de bulletins sur les enquétes annuelles au cours desquelles on 
recueille des statistiques sur les expéditions de produits, sur 
l'emploi et sur les matiéres utilisées.

Indices des prix de vente dans l’industrie: Industries 
manufacturiéres

(1969 = 100) 


Ferrous and non-ferrous indexes are compiled from a 
series of input prices, inclusive of transportation and broker- 
age fees, submitted by a wide variety of purchasers from 
selected industries. Indexes for certain categories of metals 
cannot be published because of the confidentiality of the data 
under the Statistics Act. 


Canadian Farm Products Price Index 
(1935-39 = 100) 


Prices for Western grains used in the index are Cana- 
dian Wheat Board buying prices for grain in store at Vancou- 
ver or Thunder Bay. 


Final payments for the crop year August 1973 - July 
1974 were announced on December 24, 1974 and have been 
incorporated into the index. Estimates for the total 1974-1975 
payments are based on the initial payment plus half of the 
1973-74 crop year final payment.

General Wholesale Index (1935-39 = 100) 


The General Wholesale Index is a commodity classi- 
fied index of prices. The index is ‘‘general’’ inasmuch as it 
incorporates a diverse selection of both primary and pro- 
cessed commodities. It is called “‘wholesale’’ because its 
ingredient prices relate to that broad and heterogeneous area 
of commodity distribution which excludes only retail trade. In 
fact, the term “‘wholesale”’ has more of a connotation of bulk 
trading than of any homogeneous level of distribution. Thus, 
though the index mainly includes prices of producers, it also 
covers transactions of “‘middle men”’ who trade in commodi- 
ties of a type or in quantities characteristic of primary 
marketing functions. 


Though general wholesale price indexes have been 
calculated by many countries for years there in no precise 
answer to the question of what such an index measures. This 
is so because the index cannot be associated with any 
adequately definable value aggregate. Unlike a consumer 
price index which can be identified with expenditures of 
household consumers, a general wholesale index covers a 
host of overlapping transactions sometimes involving the 
same ingredient in as many as three different stages of 
processing. Yet, conceptually, it is not a measure of the 
purchasing power of money because it omits significant areas 
of monetary transactions such as prices of land, labour, 
securities and services, except in so far as prices of these 
things are implicit in commodity prices. As a conventional 
summary figure, its use has tended towards a reference level 
against which to observe the behaviour of particular price 
groups such as farm products, industrial materials, building 
materials and the various other groupings for which indexes 
are published. And as an indicator of general business 
conditions it is usually included in the group which is re- 
garded as approximately coincident with the business cycle. 
However, its main attribute now lies in its long historical 
continuity.

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Indice général des prix de gros (1935-39 = 100) 


L’indice général des prix de gros est un indice des prix 
classés par produit. Cet indice est ‘‘général’’ du fait qu’il com- 
prend une variété de produits primaires et de produits trans- 
formés. Il est appelé “de gros’’ parce que les prix qui le composent 
se rapportent au domaine vaste et hétérogéne de la distribution 
des produits dont seul le commerce de détail est exclu. En réalité, 
l’expression “‘de gros”’ fait penser plus au commerce de gros qu’au 
niveau homogéne de distribution. Bien que |’indice comprenne 
surtout les prix établis par les producteurs, il englobe également 
les transactions des “‘intermédiaires’’ qui vendent des produits 
dont le genre et la qualité sont particuliers aux fonctions premiéres 
de la commercialisation.

The selection of materials for pricing relates to groups 
such as ‘‘stable”’ prices, numbering 12, food prices, number- 
ing 5 and “‘sensitive’” prices, numbering 13. We plan to 
construct an index of industrial prices that will relate to 
current usage of materials and that will be of the more 
traditional Laspeyre’ s type in its construction. The presently 
published index contains prices for some materials that no 
longer constitute important industrial inputs. 


The Consumer Price Index for Canada 
(1961 = 100) 


The Consumer Price Index measures the percentage 
change through time in the cost of purchasing a constant 
“basket” of goods and services representing the purchases by 
a parucular population group in a specified ume period. The 
“‘basket”’ is an unchanging or equivalent quantity and quality 
of goods and services, consisting of items for which there are 
continually measurable market prices over time. 


The index relates to a broad but specific group of 
urban families and reflects the price changes experienced by 
that ‘‘target group’’. The index may not represent closely the 
experience of any one specific family within the group, nor 
should it be expected to reflect price change for other 
population groups for which income, family size and place of 
residence are characteristically different. The target group to 
which the current index relates is composed of families — (a) 
living in cities with over 30,000 population, (b) ranging in 
size from two to six persons and (c) with annual incomes in 
1967 ranging from $4,000 to $12,000. To measure the 
influences of price change on the cost of goods and services 
purchased by such families, the Consumer Price-Indeéx re- 
flects movements of some 300 items. 


The history of consumer price indexes in Canada 
extends back to the early 1900’s and encompasses periodic 
revisions of index base reference periods and weighting 
patterns. In January 1969, the time base was updated to 
1961=100 from 1949=100; details are contained in the 
January 1969 issue of the monthly publication Prices and 
Price Indexes, Catalogue 62-002. 


From March 1961 to April 1973 inclusive, the weights 
or relative importance of the items in the Consumer Price 
Index were based on 1957 family expenditure patterns; 
details of these weights can be found in The Consumer Price 
Index for Canada (1949=100) (Revision Based on 1957 
Expenditures), Catalogue 62-518. A subsequent weight re- 
vision to reflect 1967 family expenditure patterns (and within 
the food component, 1969 detailed spending habits) was 
introduced in May 1973. Full details of the latest weighting 
pattern and other background information on the Consumer 
Price Index is available in the occasional paper The Con- 
sumer Price Index for Canada (1961 = 100) (Revision Based 
on 1967 Expenditures), Catalogue 62-539.

The Consumer Price Index for Canada Reclassified by 
Goods and Services 


A revised supplementary classification system, enti- 
led “The Consumer Price Index Reclassified by Goods and 
Services’’, was introduced in May 1973 with the revision of 
the weighting pattern of the Consumer Price Index to reflect 
1967 expenditures. 


This supplementary classification introduces an im- 
proved framework for regrouping the items which comprise 
the Index. In it, all items in the C.P.I. have been reclassified 
mto two major categories — goods and services — according 
their most characteristic or dominant attribute. The goods 
zomponent has been sub-divided into three categories: dura- 
dle, semi-durable, and non-durable goods, according to 
xpected average useful lifetime criteria. Services, on the 
sther hand, have been sub-divided according to broad 
‘unctional categories. 


Historical series conforming to the revised classifica- 
ion system replace the previously published supplementary 
ndexes and are available, with explanatory notes, for the 
deriod January 1961 to April 1973 inclusive, in Retail Prices 
ind Living Costs Service Bulletin, Catalogue 62-005, Vol. 2

Consumer Price Indexes for Regional Cities (1961 = 100) 


| Consumer Price Indexes for Regional Cities are pub- 
ished monthly in this bulletin (Table 11). Except for their 
adividual weighting systems, and the fact that they are based 
m fewer quotations, the regional city indexes are generally 
imilar in concept and item coverage to the Consumer Price 
ndex for Canada. 


Prior to May 1973, the city indexes may have under- 
stimated the degree of price movements occurring because 
he shelter component of the city indexes moved on the basis 
if changes in rents only, whereas changes in both rents and 
‘omeownership costs were, and continue to be, included in 
he Canada index. As a result of homeownership costs having 
fcreased more rapidly than rents, the housing and the 
llitems indexes for cities tended to underestimate somewhat 
he rates of price increase particularly over longer periods. 
‘rom May 1973 forward, however, homeownership costs are 
acluded in the regional city consumer price indexes so that 
ae Canada and the regional city indexes are consistent in 
orms of their content and treatment.

Each city index is designed to measure the influence 
if changes in retail prices taking place in the locality speci- 
ed, upon the cost of a fixed basket of goods and services 
2presenting the level of consumption of a representative 
toup of families in the particular area specified. 


In using the city indexes, it should be remembered 
lat they do not in any way indicate whether price levels are 
igher or lower in one city than in another. Rather, they 
\easure, within each city, the percentage change in consumer 
tices from the base period to subsequent time periods.

Un systéme révisé de classification supplémentaire, intitulé 
‘“L’indice des prix a la consommation au Canada reclassé par 
biens et services”’, a été introduit en mai 1973 en méme temps que 
la révision des schémas de pondération de I’indice des prix a la 
consommation afin de rendre compte des dépenses de 1967. 


Cette classification supplémentaire regroupe dans un cadre 
amélioré les éléments de |’indice. En effet, tous les éléments de 
VLP.C. ont été reclassés dans deux grandes catégories, soit la 
catégorie des biens et celle des services, suivant leur caractére le 
plus distinctif ou dominant.

Indices des prix de la consommation dans certaines aggloméra- 
tions urbaines (1961 = 100) 


Ces indices sont publiés tous les mois dans la présente 
publication (Tableau 11). A l’exception de leurs systémes de 
pondération particuliers, et de ce qu’ils font appel 4 moins de prix, 
ces indices sont en général semblables par leur concept et par les 
éléments qui les composent a |’indice des prix 4 la consommation 
au Canada. 


Avant mai 1973, les indices des agglomérations ont pu 
sous-estimer le degré de changement des prix, parce que l’élément 
logement des indices des agglomérations ne variait qu’en fonction 
de |’évolution des loyers, tandis que |’indice pour le Canada ne 
comprenait et ne comprend toujours que les changements des 
loyers et les cots de propriété. Comme les coiits de propriété ont 
augmenté plus vite que les loyers, les indices du logement et 
ensemble pour les villes tendent 4 sous-estimer quelque peu les 
taux de croissance des prix, principalement sur des périodes plus 
longues.

Purchasing Power of the 1961 Consumer Dollar 


As consumer prices rise, the sum of money required to 
purchase an unchanging or equivalent quantity and quality of 
goods and services increases, and the amount of these items 
that can be purchased with a fixed sum of money decreases. 
Conversely, as prices fall, the amount of goods and services 
that can be purchased with a fixed sum of money increases. 
Thus, rising prices are associated with declining purchasing 
power of money and falling prices are associated with its 
increasing purchasing power. 


The purchasing power of the consumer dollar, in 
other words, bears an inverse relationship to the movement 
of the Consumer Price Index. For example, by January 1973, 
compared with their average level in 1961, consumer prices 
as measured by the C.P.I. were 44.5% higher, so that an 
equivalent basket of goods and services which could be 
purchased for $100.00 in 1961 would cost the consumer 
$144.50 in January 1973. Each consumer dollar in January 
1973, therefore, buys less than in 1961, and the amount of its 
reduced value can be expressed in terms of the inverse 
consumer price movement. Thus, in January 1973 the pur- 
chasing power of the 1961 consumer dollar declined to 
approximately 69 cents ($1.00 x 100.0/144.5 = $0.69). 


Users of the tabulation which shows the purchasing 
power of the 1961 consumer dollar at different points in time 
(Table 12) should note that, as in the case of the Consumer 
Price Index from which it is derived, it may not represent 
closely the experience of any one specific family within the 
large group to which the C.P.I. relates; nor should it be 
expected to reflect the experience of other population groups 
whose income, family size and place of residence are charac- 
teristically different. It should also be noted that, like the 
C.P.1., it is not directly affected by changes in income tax, 
unemployment insurance premiums and certain other secur- 
ity payments. 


Measuring the Purchasing Power of Wages 


Changing consumer price levels affect the amounts of 
consumer goods and services which a dollar will buy, and 
average wages, insofar as they are spent on such items will, 
of course, be affected in the same way. A wage measurement 
which takes the change of consumer prices into account, can 
be calculated by reducing actual average wages by the 
percentage rise in consumer price levels, or increasing them 
by the amount price levels fall. Wages thus adjusted may be 
used to indicate the comparative purchasing power of aver- 
age earnings if consumer price levels and consumption 
patterns had remained constant. The following illustration 
shows how this kind of an adjustment can be made. 


Suppose that a series of average weekly wages rises 
from $80.00 in week A to $100.00 in week B, and that in the 
same interval a consumer price index advances from 100 to 
110.0. Because of the 10% rise in consumer prices, $1.00 will 
not buy as much in week B as it would in week A. On the

ther hand, the 25% rise from $80.00 to $100.00 will over- 
state the increase which has occurred in the purchasing power 
of average weekly wages. This overstatement can be removed 
yy reducing the figure of $100.00 by the amount of the 
onsumer price index increase. The adjusted average is 
590.91((100.0/110.0) x $100), which may be referred to as 
i weekly wage average for week B expressed in the dollars of 
yeriod A; or it may be said to indicate the level of real weekly 
ages relative to week A. 


The foregoing calculation can be carried a step fur- 
her to express, in index number form, the relationship 
yetween the week A average of $80.00 and the week B 
idjusted figure of $90.91. Assuming the week A average of 
80.00 as an index equal to 100, the week B index becomes 
13.6 ((90.91/80.00) x 100). Such an index may be called an 
ndex of average weekly real wages. It indicates that average 
vages for week B will buy 13.6% more goods and services 
han they did in week A, in spite of a 10% rise in consumer 
rices. This 13.6% increase in real wages compares with the 
5% rise in money wages (($100.00-$80.00/$80.00) x 100). 


In Table 13, the index numbers of average weekly 
ages in manufacturing in current dollar terms (1961 = 100) 
re calculated by dividing the weekly wages in current dollars 
y the 1961 average weekly wage in current dollars and 
wultiplying the result by one hundred. For example, the 
eekly wage index for September 1972 in current dollars 
1961= 100) is 196.4 ((146.23/74.45) x 100). The weekly 
ages in 1961 dollar terms are determined by dividing the 
eekly wage in current dollars by the consumer price index 
4 Canada for the month following the month to which the 
ages relate and multiplying the result by one hundred. 
hus, the September 1972 weekly wage in 1961 dollars is 
102.98 ((146.23/142.0) x 100). (The wage and the price 
ata both refer to generally similar time periods: current 
ages for a particular month relate to the last pay periods in 
lat month, while most prices for the consumer price index of 
i¢ following month are collected in the first week of that 
ionth. ) 


The index numbers of weekly wages in 1961 dollar 
tms (1961=100) are determined by dividing the weekly 
ages in 1961 dollars by the base (1961) average weekly 
age and multiplying the result by one hundred. For exam- 
e, the September 1972 weekly wage index in 1961 dollar 
tms (1961 = 100) is 138.3 ((102.98/74.45) x 100). 


It should be noted that while the estimates of average 
al wages may reflect the experiences of broad groups of 
orkers in manufacturing fairly well, their applicability to 
dividual wage-earners depends upon a number of consider- 
lons. For example, individual earnings will differ signifi- 
ntly from the group average, depending upon occupation, 
dustry, geographical location, or sex of the wage-earner. 
oreover, individual spending habits differ widely, but the 
msumer price index which is used to adjust the earnings 
ta refers only to the average consumption pattern of a 
ticular population group. Group spending patterns 
ange over periods of time. To the extent that this occurs, 
Wage data adjusted by the consumer price index (which 
Sa “fixed” consumption pattern), will gradually be ren-

dered less valid; the consumer price index weighting pattern 
was last revised in May 1973, and prior to that, in 1961. 
Furthermore, some part of income may be saved, and it 
should be borne in mind that it is not appropriate to reduce 
savings to a constant dollar basis by using an index which 
reflects consumption patterns. 


It should also be kept in mind that measures of 
change in real earnings calculated from averages of gross 
earnings may differ from changes in the purchasing power of 
“take-home” pay, due to such factors as changes in personal 
income tax and pay deductions for such things as social 
insurance and pension plans. Thus index numbers of real 
wages should not be interpreted as measuring fluctuations in 
the levels of consumption of wage-earners or wage-earners’ 
families; they are intended to show only the trend in purchas- 
ing power of wages over the items covered by the price index, 
and in addition to the factors already mentioned, do not take 
into account other family income (including family allow- 
ances) or changes in the savings position of families. 


The table in this report showing indexes of both 
actual (current dollar) and real (constant dollar) wages uses 
1961 as a reference year. However, any reference period may 
be chosen as a base since percentage changes between any 
two periods will be the same regardless of the reference 
period selected.

Inter-City Retail Price Comparisons 


Measurements of retail price differentials prevailing 
between a number of Canadian urban centres previously 
published to reflect inter-city comparisons as of May 1965, 
May 1968, May 1969 and May 1971 have been revised to 
February 1975. 


In this new series of updatings inter-city price com- 
parisons will be drawn for goods and services comprising 
most of the budget on which the Consumer Price Index for 
Canada is currently based. , 

Table 14 presents the first five components of goods 
and services to be updated in this series. Price indexes for 
additional budget elements will be published on a compo- 
nent-by-component basis as each stage of these results 
becomes available. The data base for this study was the wide 
range of retail price quotations collected in the course of 
production of the national Consumer Price Index in addition 
to supplementary information gathered in a special program 
of pricing undertaken for publication of City Average Retail 
Prices (1).

As previously, to facilitate price comparability 
between locations, differential price measurements are de- 
rived between separate pairs of cities in geographic proximity 
to each other. Within each city pair, price quotations were 
matched at the item level on the basis of identical specifica- 
tions, including brand names wherever possible, and also 
having regard for comparability of retail outlets and mer- 
chandising practises. By means of a linking procedure, paired 
sity indexes are initially related to a common base city and 
subsequently compared with a weighted average of the 
combined 11 cities equalling 100. This is a departure from 
previous such studies which were based on Winnipeg price 
evels equalling 100. Item price relationships are aggregated 
by application of the 1967 combined cities weighting dia- 
gram updated for price change to February 1975.

Farm Input Price Indexes measure, through time, 
hanges in prices of commodities and services used in Cana- 
lian farming operations. The item content and weights are 
ased on data from the 1958 Farm Income and Expenditure 
urvey, the most recent source of sufficiently detailed data. 
these data have been modified to reflect 1961 prices and 
onditions. Farm Input Price Indexes are calculated quarterly 
or Eastern, Western and all Canada on a 1961=100 time 
ase. 


Farm Input Price Indexes replace one of the two 
lajor component indexes of the previously published series, 
rice Index Numbers of Commodities and Services Used by 
armers, 1935-39= 100. The latter index was composed of a 
arm Family Living Index and a Composite Index Exclusive 
‘Living Component. The Farm Input Price Indexes replaces 
¢ Composite Index Exclusive of Living Component from 
961 forward.

Indices de prix des entrées dans l’agriculture (1961 = 100) 


Les indices de prix des entrées dans I’agriculture mesurent 
l’évolution dans le temps du prix des produits et des services 
utilisés dans l’exploitation agricole au Canada. Les articles qui y 
sont compris, ainsi que leurs poids, sont fondés sur l’enquéte de

Security Price Indexes 


Security price indexes measure through time the effect 
of price change on the value of a portfolio of stocks bought 
and held by a hypothetical investor (as opposed to the more 
speculative trader). The portfolio represents stocks of Cana- 
dian companies listed on Toronto and Montreal stock 


exchanges. 


The number of shares held for each issue is in propor- 
tion to the total number of shares outstanding. Prices in the 
investor’s mining and supplementary stock indexes are 
Thursday’s closing quotations from the exchange (Montreal, 
Toronto, Vancouver or Calgary) with the highest volume for 
a particular stock, as reported in the Daily Canadian Data 
Bank of the Financial Post Computer Services Department. 
For preferred stocks, prices are monthly weighted averages 
of the daily closing price in which weights are daily total 
volume. The price reference base for the indexes is the year 
1956, and the indexes express prices as a percentage of price 
in 1956, arithmetically converted to the 1961 = 100 base. 


Revised indexes on the base 1956=100 were first 
presented in the June 1962 issue of this publication. The most 
important change in the revision of the indexes, apart from 
the shift in the price reference base, was the classification of 
stocks according to the Standard Industrial Classification. In 
the continuing major group Industrials, 4 sub-groups (Mill- 
ing and Grains, Food and Allied Products, Machinery and 
Equipment, and Building Materials) were replaced by 8 new 
sub-groups (Foods, Printing and Publishing, Primary Metals, 
Metal Fabricating, Non-metallic Minerals, Chemicals, Con- 
struction and Retail Trade). The remaining 5 sub-groups of 
the former index, viz., Industrial Mines, Beverages, Textile 
and Clothing, Pulp and Paper, and Oils (renamed Petro- 
leum) were continued. The major group utilities was contin- 
ued but the Pipelines index was added as a sub-group and the 
previous Power and Traction sub-group was replaced by two 
new sub-groups, viz., Electric Power and Gas Distribution. A 
major group Finance was composed of the former major 
group Banks and the former supplementary index Investment 
and Loan. Constant weights which were previously limited to 
major groups, were extended to sub-groups. Weights in the 
index continue to be based on shares outstanding. 


A revision of the Security Price Indexes to the 
1971 = 100 base is under development.

Price Indexes of Machinery and Equipment 


In response to the need of users wishing either to 
correct expenditure data of machinery and equipment for 
price change or to make comparison of commodity 
movement, a system of machinery and equipment indexes 
has been under development for a number of years. This is 
a system of industry indexes relating to types of equipment 
purchases made by establishments belonging to industries as 
defined by the 1960 Standard Industrial Classification.

The base-weighted indexes give an estimate of how 
much more, or less, it would cost today to purchase a group 
of machines specified for a particular base period. 


The interim time base for the indexes is 1968 = 100 
and most of the data from which weighting patterns were 
derived came from 1968 or nearby years. Such data were 
usually supplied by major purchasers. 


Conceptually purchasers’ prices should be utilized in 
such indexes but because of a number of practical problems, 
manufacturers’ selling prices were usually used. Such prices 
were then corrected as relevant for duty, exchange and 
federal sales tax. 


Foreign prices utilized in the index are either US. 
Bureau of Labour Statistics commodity indexes or Prices 
Division collections from manufacturers most of whom reside 
nthe United States. 


The first industry index was released mid-1971 and 
elated to purchases by the construction industry. Indexes for 
ther industries will be released from time to time as they 
yecome available. In the interim preliminary indexes for a 
jumber of other industries are available on request. Certain 
ommodity indexes which exclude adjustments for exchange, 
luty and federal sales tax can also be provided on request.

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NOTES ON PRICES AND PRICE 
INDEX NUMBERS 


Industry Selling Price Index: Manufacturing 
(1961 = 100) 


The industry selling price index (Total Manufactur- 
ing) in March was 187.0, the same as the revised February 
figure. It was 14.9% higher than March 1974 index of 
162.7. 


In terms of the relative contribution to the overall 
change in the total manufacturing index, the most significant 
increases were in the petroleum and coal products group 
(5.0%) with petroleum refining up (5.1%). Advances also 
occurred in the wood products group due mainly to higher 
levels in sawmills and planing mills industry (1.8%). In the 
chemicals group higher prices were registered for the mixed 
fertilizers products. 


Decreases were evident in the foods and beverages 
group (1.7%) with the sugar refineries down (19.9%) and the 
slaughtering and meat packing (2.1%). Prices from feed 
manufacturers (2.9%) continued a decline, begun in Novem- 
ber 1974. Slight decreases also occurred in the paper and 
allied products and the textile industries group.

L’indice des prix de vente dans |’industrie (ensemble des 
industries manufacturiéres) s’est établi en mars a 187.0, soit au 
méme niveau que le chiffre rectifié de février. Il était de 14.9% 
supérieur a l’indice de mars 1974 (162.7). 


En ce qui concerne |l’apport relatif des groupes a la 
variation globale de I’indice des industries manufacturiéres, les 
hausses les plus sensibles se sont produites dans le groupe des 
produits du pétrole et du charbon (5.0%), avec une augmentation 
de 5.1% dans l’industrie de raffinage du pétrole. Des hausses se 
sont aussi produites dans le groupe des produits du bois, a la suite 
surtout des augmentations enregistrées dans les scieries (1.8%). 
Dans le groupe des industries chimiques, on a enregistré des 
hausses des prix des produits d’engrais mélangés. 


On a observé des baisses dans le groupe des aliments et des 
boissons (1.7%), les raffineries de sucre ayant enregistré une 
diminution (19.9%) ainsi que l’abattage et le conditionnement de 
la viande (2.1%).

General Wholesale Price Index (135-39 = 100) 


The general wholesale price index declined 1.2% in 
March to 477.6 from the revised February index of 483.3. It 
was 7.2% higher than a year earlier. Four of the eight major 
groups decreased while four increased. 


The vegetable products group index declined 4.2% to 
480.1 from the revised February index of 501.2 due to lower 
prices recorded for sugar and its products 21.6%, livestock 
and poultry feeds 3.5%, vegetable oil products 3.5%, tea, 
coffee and cocoa 3.0%, and potatoes 2.5%. The animal 
products group index declined 1.4% to 486.6 from the revised 
February index of 493.5 resulting from decreases in furs 
9.7%, livestock 5.6%, lard and tallow 4.9%, fresh meats 2.9% 
and cured meats 2.0%. The textile products group index 
declined 1.0% to 397.8 from the February index of 401.8 due 
to decreases in miscellaneous fibre products 4.7%, cotton 
fabrics 1.7% and raw cotton 1.5%. The iron and steel products 
group declined 0.3% due mainly to a decrease in scrap iron 
and steel. The non-metallic minerals group index rose 0.6% 
to 382.9 from the revised February index of 380.5 due to an 
increase of 5.8% in asphalt and a 1.6% increase in petroleum 
and its products. The wood products group index rose 0.5% 
with increases in matches 7.3%, spruce 3.5%, hemlock 2.5%, 
fir 2.0% and cedar 1.6%. The non-ferrous metals group index 
rose 0.4% to 413.5 from the revised February index of 411.8.

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Security Price Indexes (1961 =100) 


During March the investors’ index of common stocks 
fell 1.9% to 150.4. Decreases were reported for the three 
major groups, industrials dropped 2.3% to 152.9, utilities 
1.1% to 130.9 and finance 1.2% to 166.9. The thirteen 
industrial sub-groups registered seven decreases and six 
increases. Among these, beverages suffered the greatest loss 
(7.1%) to 194.6 followed by petroleum (4.2%) to 217.1, 
Textiles and clothing reported the greatest increase (4.3%) to 
120.1. For the utilities index, there were three losses and two 
gains, ranging from an increase of 3.1% to 88.5 for electric 
power to a decrease of 5.1% to 144.6 for gas distribution. In 
he finance group, banks slid back 1.7% to 196.7, while 
nvestment and loans rose 0.6% to 120.5. 


The index of mining stock prices also reported a slight 
lecrease (0.7%) to 123.6 this month, reflecting a 2.1% loss for

Of the two supplementary indexes, uraniums fell 6.0%

The price index of Canadian farm products at termi- 
al markets declined 1.0% to 453.5 in March from 458.1 in 
ebruary.

October 1974, that is from 513.8 to 483.7. 


The Consumer Price Index 


The Consumer Price Index for Canada (1961 = 100) 
rose 0.5% to 178.9 in March from 178.0 in February. Except 
for a similar rise two months earlier, this was the smallest 
month-to-month advance since the autumn of 1973. The 
latest increase was mainly due to higher retail prices for 
petroleum products, clothing, automobiles and tobacco items 
as well as to a rise in home ownership costs, all of which 
contributed to a 0.9% advance between February and March 
in the index for All-Items excluding Food. The Food index, 
in contrast, declined by 0.3% in the latest month. Between 
March 1974 and March 1975, the total CPI registered an 
advance of 11.3% with only about one-sixth of this rise 
occurring in the last three months. 


For the first time since October 1973, the Food index 
moved downwards, declining 0.3% mainly as a result of a 
further drop of 8.6% in retail beef prices. Sugar prices also 
continued to decline, moving down by 12% in the latest 
month to a level about one-third below their peak late in 
1974. Eggs and fresh vegetables also dipped in price between 
February and March, but fresh fruits advanced as is usual 
between these two months, moving up by nearly 4%. Soft 
drinks for home consumption climbed in price over 7% in the 
latest month. 


Fuel oil prices, moving up for the first time since last 
June, as well as increased gasoline prices in most parts of the 
country, accounted for about one-fifth of the 0.9% rise in the 
index for All-Items other than Food. Higher clothing prices, 
some rebounding from sales in the preceding month, contrib- 
uted to a similar extent. New car prices also rose between 
February and March with the termination of manufacturers’ 
rebates on selected models, and higher quotations were 
recorded for all major and small appliances surveyed. 


The Consumer Price Index reclassified by goods and 
services offers another view of the incidence of price change. 
Between February and March, both the goods and the 
services indexes advanced by 0.5%. 


On a seasonally adjusted basis, the February to March 
rise in the All-Items Consumer Price Index was 0.5%, contin- 
uing to reflect the slowing down in recent months in the CPI 
rate of increase. In March, the current annual rate of CPI 
change, based on the seasonally adjusted movement since 
three months earlier, was 7.0%, having declined progressively 
in each successive month from a December 1974 rate of 
14.6%, largely though not entirely because of sharply deceler- 
ating food prices.

Industrial Price Indexes 


ndustry Selling Price Indexes (1961 = 100) 
Industry selling price indexes are published for ap- 
yroximately 100 industries within manufacturing. Also pub- 
ished are approximately 425 commodity price indexes for 
he products of these industries. The Classification system is 
hat of the 1960 standard industrial classification, thus 
vermitting the joint use of price statistics with other data such 
is production and employment similarly classified. 


The data upon which both the initial selection of 
commodities to be priced and responding firms are made are 
contained in the Census of Manufacturers, a series of annual 
urveys collecting statistics on shipments of commodities, 
‘mployment and materials used. Prices are collected on the 
5th of each month or the nearest transaction date for the 
commodity being priced; sales and excise taxes are 
»xcluded.

The industry classified price indexes are useful for 
inalysis of price movements, for estimation of the constant 
lollar value of shipments, and for purposes of contract 
:scalations.

seneral Wholesale Index (1935-39 = 100) 


The General Wholesale Index is a commodity classi- 
ied index of prices. The index is “‘general’’ inasmuch as it 
neorporates a diverse selection of both primary and pro- 
yessed commodities. It is called ‘‘wholesale’’ because its 
ngredient prices relate to that broad and heterogeneous area 
»f commodity distribution which excludes only retail trade. In 
act, the term “‘wholesale’’ has more of a connotation of bulk 
rading than of any homogeneous level of distribution. Thus, 
hough the index mainly includes prices of producers, it also 
overs transactions of ‘“‘middle men’’ who trade in commodi- 
ies of a type or in quantities characteristic of primary 
aarketing functions. 
| 
Though general wholesale price indexes have been 
alculated by many countries for years there in no precise 
mswer to the question of what such an index measures. This 
5 so because the index cannot be associated with any 
idequately definable value aggregate. Unlike a consumer 
‘rice index which can be identified with expenditures of 
jousehold consumers, a general wholesale index covers a 
ost of overlapping transactions sometimes involving the 
ame ingredient in as many as three different stages of 
rocessing. Yet, conceptually, it is not a measure of the 
urchasing power of money because it omits significant areas 
f monetary transactions such as prices of land, labour, 
seurities and services, except in so far as prices of these 
aings are implicit in commodity prices. As a conventional 
immary figure, its use has tended towards a reference level 
gainst which to observe the behaviour of particular price 
roups such as farm products, industrial materials, building 
iaterials and the various other groupings for which indexes 
ve published. And as an indicator of general business 
onditions it is usually included in the group which is re- 
irded as approximately coincident with the business cycle. 
Owever, its main attribute now lies in its long historical 
ontinuity.

L’indice général des prix de gros est un indice des prix 
classés par produit. Cet indice est “général”? du fait qu’il com- 
prend une variété de produits primaires et de produits trans- 
formés. Il est appelé “‘de gros”’ parce que les prix qui le composent 
se rapportent au domaine vaste et hétérogéne de la distribution 
des produits dont seul le commerce de détail est exclu.

The selection of materials for pricing relates to groups 
such as “‘stable’’ prices, numbering 12, food prices, number- 
ing 5 and “‘sensitive’’ prices, numbering 13. We plan to 
construct an index of industrial prices that will relate to 
current usage of materials and that will be of the more 
traditional Laspeyre’s type in its construction. The presently 
published index contains prices for some materials that no 
longer constitute important industrial inputs. 


The Consumer Price Index for Canada 
(1961 = 100) 


The Consumer Price Index measures the percentage 
change through time in the cost of purchasing a constant 
“basket” of goods and services representing the purchases by 
a particular population group in a specified time period. The 
“basket”’ is an unchanging or equivalent quantity and quality 
of goods and services, consisting of items for which there are 
continually measurable market prices over time. 


The index relates to a broad but specific group of 
urban families and reflects the price changes experienced by 
that ‘‘target group’’. The index may not represent closely the 
experience of any one specific family within the group, nor 
should it be expected to reflect price change for other 
population groups for which income, family size and place of 
residence are characteristically different. The target group to 
which the current index relates is composed of families — (a) 
living in cities with over 30,000 population, (b) ranging in 
size from two to six persons and (c) with annual incomes in 
1967 ranging from $4,000 to $12,000. To measure the 
influences of price change on the cost of goods and services 
purchased by such families, the Consumer Price Index re- 
flects movements of some 300 items. 


The history of consumer price indexes in Canada 
extends back to the early 1900’s and encompasses periodic 
revisions of index base reference periods and weighting 
patterns. In January 1969, the time base was updated to 
1961=100 from 1949=100; details are contained in the 
January 1969 issue of the monthly publication Prices and 
Price Indexes, Catalogue 62-002. 


From March 1961 to April 1973 inclusive, the weights 
or relative importance of the items in the Consumer Price 
Index were based on 1957 family expenditure patterns; 
details of these weights can be found in The Consumer Price 
Index for Canada (1949=100) (Revision Based on 1957 
Expenditures), Catalogue 62-518. A subsequent weight re- 
vision to reflect 1967 family expenditure patterns (and within 
the food component, 1969 detailed spending habits) was 
introduced in May 1973. Full details of the latest weighting 
pattern and other background information on the Consumer 
Price Index is available in the occasional paper The Con- 
sumer Price Index for Canada (1961 = 100) (Revision based 
on 1967 Expenditures), Catalogue 62-539.

The Consumer Price Index for Canada Reclassified by 
Goods and Services 


| 

| A revised supplementary classification system, enti- 

_tled “The Consumer Price Index reclassified by Goods and 

_ Services’’, was introduced in May 1973 with the revision of 

_ the weighting pattern of the Consumer Price Index to reflect 
1967 expenditures. 


This supplementary classification introduces an im- 
proved framework for regrouping the items which comprise 
the Index. In it, all items in the C.P.I. have been reclassified 
into two major categories — goods and services — according 
to their most characteristic or dominant attribute. The goods 
/ component has been sub-divided into three categories: dura- 
ble, semi-durable, and non-durable goods, according to 
expected average useful lifetime criteria. Services, on the 
other hand, have been sub-divided according to broad 
functional categories. 


| Historical series conforming to the revised classifica- 
tion system replace the previously published supplementary 
indexes and are available, with explanatory notes, for the 
period January 1961 to April 1973 inclusive, in Retail Prices 
and Living Costs Service Bulletin, Catalogue 62-005, Vol. 2 
No. 7. 

Consumer Price Indexes for Regional Cities (1961 = 100) 


Consumer Price Indexes for Regional Cities are pub- 
lished monthly in this bulletin (Table 11). Except for their 
individual weighting systems, and the fact that they are based 
on fewer quotations, the regional city indexes are generally 
similar in concept and item coverage to the Consumer Price 
| Index for Canada. 

\ 
' Prior to May 1973, the city indexes may have under- 
‘estimated the degree of price movements occurring because 
| the shelter component of the city indexes moved on the basis 
of changes in rents only, whereas changes in both rents and 
|homeownership costs were, and continue to be, included in 
the Canada index. As a result of homeownership costs having 
increased more rapidly than rents, the housing and the 
all-items indexes for cities tended to underestimate somewhat 
the rates of price increase particularly over longer periods. 
From May 1973 forward, however, homeownership costs are 
included in the regional city consumer price indexes so that 
the Canada and the regional city indexes are consistent in 
iterms of their content and treatment.

t Each city index is designed to measure the influence 
of changes in retail prices taking place in the locality speci- 
ified, upon the cost of a fixed basket of goods and services 
\fepresenting the level of consumption of a representative 
‘group of families in the particular area specified.

| In using the city indexes, it should be remembered 
‘that they do not in any way indicate whether price levels are 
higher or lower in one city than in another. Rather, they 
measure, within each city, the percentage change in consumer 
prices from the base period to subsequent time periods.

L’indice des prix 4 la consommation au Canada reclassé par biens 
et services 


Un systéme révisé de classification supplémentaire, intitulé 
““L’indice des prix a la consommation au Canada reclassé par 
biens et services’’, a été introduit en mai 1973 en méme temps que 
la révision des schémas de pondération de l’indice des prix a la 
consommation afin de rendre compte des dépenses de 1967. 


Cette classification supplémentaire regroupe dans un cadre 
amélioré les éléments de l’indice. En effet, tous les éléments de 
VI.P.C. ont été reclassés dans deux grandes catégories, soit la 
catégorie des biens et celle des services, suivant leur caractére le 
plus distinctif ou dominant. La catégorie des biens présente trois 
sous-catégories (biens durables, biens semi-durables, biens non 
durables) déterminées en fonction de la vie utile moyenne prévisi- 
ble.

Indices des prix de la consommation dans certaines aggloméra-

Ces indices sont publiés tous les mois dans la présente 
publication (tableau 11).

Purchasing Power of the 1961 Consumer Dollar 


As consumer prices rise, the sum of money required to 
purchase an unchanging or equivalent quantity and quality of 
goods and services increases, and the amount of these items 
that can be purchased with a fixed sum of money decreases. 
Conversely, as prices fall, the amount of goods and services 
that can be purchased with a fixed sum of money increases. 
Thus, rising prices are associated with declining purchasing 
power of money and falling prices are associated with its 
increasing purchasing power. 


The purchasing power of the consumer dollar, in 
other words, bears an inverse relationship to the movement 
of the Consumer Price Index. For example, by January 1973, 
compared with their average level in 1961, consumer prices 
as measured by the C.P.I. were 44.5% higher, so that an 
equivalent basket of goods and services which could be 
purchased for $100.00 in 1961 would cost the consumer 
$144.50 in January 1973. Each consumer dollar in January 
1973, therefore, buys less than in 1961, and the amount of its 
reduced value can be expressed in terms of the inverse 
consumer price movement. Thus, in January 1973 the pur- 
chasing power of the 1961 consumer dollar declined to 
approximately 69 cents ($1.00 x 100.0/144.5 = $0.69). 


Users of the tabulation which shows the purchasing 
power of the 1961 consumer dollar at different points in time 
(Table 12) should note that, as in the case of the Consumer 
Price Index from which it is derived, it may not represent 
closely the experience of any one specific family within the 
large group to which the C.P.I. relates; nor should it be 
expected to reflect the experience of other population groups 
whose income, family size and place of residence are charac- 
teristically different. It should also be noted that, like the 
C.P.I., it is not directly affected by changes in income tax, 
unemployment insurance premiums and certain other secur- 
ity payments. 


Measuring the Purchasing Power of Wages 


Changing consumer price levels affect the amounts of 
consumer goods and services which a dollar will buy, and 
average wages, insofar as they are spent on such items will, 
of course, be affected in the same way. A wage measurement 
which takes the change of consumer prices into account, can 
be calculated by reducing actual average wages by the 
percentage rise in consumer price levels, or increasing them 
by the amount price levels fall. Wages thus adjusted may be 
used to indicate the comparative purchasing power of aver- 
age earnings if consumer price levels and consumption 
patterns had remained constant. The following illustration 
shows how this kind of an adjustment can be made. 


Suppose that a series of average weekly wages rises 
from $80.00 in week A to $100.00 in week B, and that in the 
same interval a consumer price index advances from 100 to 
110.0. Because of the 10% rise in consumer prices, $1.00 will 
not buy as much in week B as it would in week A. On the

was last revised in May 1973, and prior to that; in 1961. 
Furthermore, some part of income may be saved, and it 
should be borne in mind that it is not appropriate to reduce 
savings to a constant dollar basis by using an index which 
reflects consumption patterns. 


It should also be kept in mind that measures of 
change in real earnings calculated from averages of gross 
earnings may differ from changes in the purchasing power of 

‘“take-home”’ pay, due to such “factors as changes in personal 
income tax and pay deductions for such things as social 
insurance and pension plans. Thus index numbers of real 
wages should not be interpreted as measuring fluctuations in 
the levels of consumption of wage-earners or wage- earners’ 
families; they are intended to show only the trend in purchas- 
ing power of wages over the items covered by the price index, 
and in addition to the factors already mentioned, do not take 
into account other family income (including family allow- 
ances) or changes in the savings position of families. 


The table in this report showing indexes of both 
actual (current dollar) and real (constant dollar) wages uses 
1961 as a reference year. However, any reference period may 
be chosen as a base since percentage changes between any 
two periods will be the same regardless of the reference 
period selected.

Inter-City Retail Price Comparisons 


Measurements of retail price differentials prevailing 
between a number of Canadian urban centres previously 
published to reflect inter-city comparisons as of May 1965, 
May 1968, May 1969 and May 1971 have been revised to 
February 1975. 


In this new series of updatings inter- -city price com- 
parisons will be drawn for goods and services comprising 
most of the budget on which the Consumer Price Index for 
Canada is currently based. 


Table 14 presents the first five components of goods 
and services to be updated in this series. Price indexes for 
additional budget elements will be published on a compo- 
nent-by-component basis as each stage of these results 
becomes available. The data base for this study was the wide 
range of retail price quotations collected in the course of 
production of the national Consumer Price Index in addition 
to supplementary information gathered in a special program 
of pricing undertaken for publication of City Average Retail 
Prices(1). 


As previously, to facilitate price comparability 
between locations, differential price measurements are de- 
rived between separate pairs of cities in geographic proximity

iditions. Farm Input Price Indexes are calculated quarterly 
Eastern, Western and all Canada on a 1961=100 time 


Farm Input Price Indexes replace one of the two 
jor component indexes of the previously published series, 
ce Index Numbers of Commodities and Services used by 
rmers, 1935-39 = 100. The latter index was composed of a 
rm Family Living Index and a Composite Index Exclusive 
Living Component. The Farm Input Price Indexes replaces 
Composite Index Exclusive of Living Component from 
1 forward. 


A detailed description of concepts, methods and data 
Tees in contained in the occasional paper, Farm Input 
ce Indexes, 1961 =100, Catalogue 62-534, and is repro- 
ved in the September 1971 issue of Prices and Price 
lexes, Catalogue 62-002.

Indices de prix des entrées dans l’agriculture (1961 = 100) 


Les indices de prix des entrées dans |’agriculture mesurent 
l’évolution dans le temps du prix des produits et des services 
utilisés dans l’exploitation agricole au Canada. Les articles qui y 
sont compris, ainsi que leurs poids, sont fondés sur l’enquéte de 
1958 sur les revenus et les dépenses des agriculteurs, qui constitue 
la source la plus récente dont les données soient suffisamment 
détaillées. Ces données ont été adaptées de maniére a rendre 
compte des prix et des conditions constatées pour 1961. Les 
indices des prix des entrées dans l’agriculture sont calculés chaque 
trimestre pour |’Est, |’Ouest et l°ensemble du Canada sur la base 
1961 = 100. 


Les indices des prix des entrées dans I’agriculture rempla- 
cent l’un des deux principaux éléments d’indices de la série 
precedente sur l’indice de prix des produits et services utilisés par 
les agriculteurs, (1935-39=100). Cet indice comprenait I’indice 
du coat de la vie pour les familles agricoles et l’indice synthétique 
sans le coat de la vie. Les indices des prix des entrées dans 
l’agriculture remplacent |’indice synthétique sans le coit de la vie 
a partir de 1961. 


Le bulletin hors série Farm Input Price Indexes, 
1961=100 (n° 62-534 au catalogue) contient une description 
détaillée des concepts, des méthodes et des sources de données qui 
est reprise dans Prices and Price Indexes de septembre 1971 (n° 
62-002 au catalogue). Ces deux bulletins contiennent également 
les indices des prix totaux et partiels pour l’Est et |’Ouest du 
Canada et pour l’ensemble du Canada, de 1961 au troisi¢me 
trimestre de 1971 inclusivement. 


Les indices des prix en cours seront publiés réguli¢rement 
dans le bulletin trimestriel Farm Input Price Indexes, 1961 = 100 
(n° 62-004 au catalogue) et dans le bulletin annuel Prices and 
Price Indexes (n° 62-002 au catalogue).

Security Price Indexes 


Security price indexes measure through time the effect 
of price change on the value of a oe of stocks bought 
and held by a hypothetical investor (as opposed to the more 
speculative trader). The portfolio represents stocks of Cana- 
dian companies listed on Toronto and Montreal stock 


exchanges. 


The number of shares held for each issue is in propor- 
tion to the total number of shares outstanding. Prices in the 
investor’s mining and supplementary stock indexes are 
Thursday’s closing quotations from the exchange (Montreal, 
Toronto, Vancouver or Calgary) with the highest volume for 
a particular stock, as reported in the Daily Canadian Data 
Bank of the Financial Post Computer Services Department. 
For preferred stocks, prices are monthly weighted averages 
of the daily closing price in which weights are daily total 
volume. The price reference base for the indexes is the year 
1956, and the indexes express prices as a percentage of price 
in 1956, arithmetically converted to the 1961 =100 base. 


Revised indexes on the base 1956=100 were first 
presented in the June 1962 issue of this publication. The most 
important change in the revision of the indexes, apart from 
the shift in the price reference base, was the classification of 
stocks according to the Standard Industrial Classification. In 
the continuing major group Industrials, 4 sub-groups (Mill- 
ing and Grains, Food and Allied Products, Machinery and 
Equipment, and Building Materials) were replaced by 8 new 
sub-groups (Foods, Printing and Publishing, Primary Metals, 
Metal Fabricating, Non-metallic Minerals, Chemicals, Con- 
struction and Retail Trade). The remaining 5 sub-groups of 
the former index, viz., Industrial Mines, Beverages, Textile 
and Clothing, Pulp and Paper, and Oils (renamed Petro- 
leum) were continued. The major group utilities was contin- 
ued but the Pipelines index was added as a sub-group and the 
previous Power and Traction sub-group was replaced by two 
new sub-groups, viz., Electric Power and Gas Distribution. A 
major group Finance was composed of the former major 
group Banks and the former supplementary index Investment 
and Loan. Constant weights which were previously limited to 
major groups, were extended to sub-groups. Weights in the 
index continue to be based on shares outstanding. 


A revision of the Security Price Indexes to the 
1971 = 100 base is under development.

Price Indexes of Machinery and Equipment 


In response to the need of users wishing either to 
correct expenditure data of machinery and equipment for 
price change or to make comparison of commodity 
movement, a system of machinery and equipment indexes 
has been under development for a number of years. This is 
a system of industry indexes relating to types of equipment 
purchases made by ‘establishments belonging to industries as 
defined by the 1960 Standard Industrial Classification.

The industry selling price index (Total Manufactur- 
g) moved 1.0% higher in April to 188.9 from March index

In terms of the relative contribution to the overall 
jange in the total manufacturing index, the more notable 
\anges were increases recorded in the food and beverage 
oup (1.8%) particularily in butter and cheese Plants 
0.2%) and slaughtering and meat packing (1.7%). In- 
jases also occurred in the wood products group (4.8%) 
flecting higher prices in the sawmills and planing mills 
(.5%). Price increases recorded in pulp and paper mills 
(8%) were mainly responsible for advances in paper and 
ued products (0.7%). Decreases for the period were rela- 
tely insignificant.

L’indice des prix de vente dans |’industrie, pour l’ensem- 
ble des industries manufacturiéres, a augmenté de 1.0% en avril, 


pour passer de 187.1 (en mars) a 188.9. Il était de 14.0% supérieur 
a l’indice d’avril 1974 (165.7). 


En ce qui concerne |’apport relatif des groupes 4a la 
variation globale de l’indice des industries manufacturiéres, les 
hausses les plus sensibles se sont produites dans le groupe des 
aliments et boissons (1.8%), en particulier dans le sous-groupe des 
beurreries et fromageries (10.2%) et dans l’abattage et le condi- 
tionnement de la viande (1.7%). Des hausses ont aussi été enregis- 
trees dans le groupe des produits du bois (4.8%), a la suite des 
augmentations des prix dans les scieries et ateliers de rabotage

General Wholesale Price Index (1935-39 = 100) 


The general wholesale price index increased 1.1% in 
April to 483.0 from the revised March index of 477.8. It was 
6.4% higher than a year earlier. Four of the eight major 
groups increased while four decreased. 


The iron products group index increased 3.2% to 
510.4 from the revised March index of 494.8 due to higher 
prices recorded for pig iron 49.3%, tinplate and galvanized 
sheets 5.6%, and iron foundries and steel pipe and tubing 
1.1%. The animal products group index rose 2.6% to 499.3 
from the revised March index of 486.5 due to increases in the 
price of hides and skins 37.3%, leather 6.1%, dressed fowl 
6.1%, milk and its products 5.4%, livestock 3.2%, fresh meats 
2.5%, and furs 2.3%. The wood products group index in- 
creased 2.5% to 635.4 from the revised March index of 620.0 
due to a 17.7% increase in spruce, a 5.1% increase in fir, a 
4.2% increase in hemlock and a 3.7% increase in cedar. The 
non-metallic minerals group index rose 0.7% due mainly to 
increases in natural gas 12.7%, sulphur 6.4% and sand and 
gravel 5.4%. 


The vegetable products group index decreased 1.1% 
to 474.8 from the revised March index of 480.0 due to 
decreases in tobacco 11.4%, potatoes 9.2%, miscellaneous 
vegetable products 3.7%, and sugar and its products 2.5%. 
The non-ferrous metals group index declined 0.9% to 412.2 
from the revised March index of 415.9 due to decreases in 
silver 7.1%, lead and its products 4.4%, gold 4.4% and tin 
2.7%. The chemical products group index declined 0.3% and 
textile products group 0.1%.

Principal changes included increases for beef 
hides, spruce lumber, steers, hogs, raw wool, iron ore, 
bleached sulphite pulp, oats and domestic wheat. The most 
notable decreases were domestic lead, rosin, cottonseed oil 
and raw rubber, followed by sisal, raw sugar and raw 
cotton. 


The Consumer Price Index 


The Consumer Price Index for Canada (1961 = 100) 
rose 0.5% to 179.8 in April from 178.9 in March, extending 
the trend of relatively low monthly rates of increase which 
has been experienced since the beginning of this calendar 
year. Nearly two-fifths of the overall advance in the latest 
month was attributable to higher prices for private and public 
transportation, while an increase of 0.5% in the Food index 
accounted for another one-quarter. The index for All-Items 
excluding Food likewise moved up by 0.5%, registering its 
smallest monthly increase since February 1974, partly 
because of the effect of the Ontario sales tax reduction. In the 
twelve-month period between April 1974 and April 1975, the 
total CPI registered an increase of 11.1%. 


Reversing its decline of the preceding month, the 
Food index between March and April increased 0.5%, mainly 
as a result of higher prices for dairy products, fresh milk and 
butter in particular. Prices were also higher for cereal and 
bakery products as well as for fresh fruit. At the beginning of 
April, meat prices on average, registered a 1.6% decline 
compared with a month earlier with beef quotations moving 
down for the fourth consecutive month. Pork prices, decreas- 
ing for the first time since last November, also contributed to 
the decline in the meat index. Sugar prices continued their 
downward movement reaching a level some 40% below their 
late-1974 peak. 


The 0.5% increase in the index for All-Items other 
than Food was attributable to such factors as higher automo- 
bile repair charges, rises in local transit fares, increased 
dental fees, and advances in shelter costs for both owned and 
rented accommodation. Fuel oil prices and electricity rates 
also moved up. In contrast, clothing which edged down by 
0.1%, was the only major component of the Consumer Price 
Index to register a decrease in the latest month. 


Another perspective of price movements is provided 
when the Consumer Price Index is viewed according to goods 
and services. Between March and April, the goods compo- 
nent advanced 0.3% while the services segment increased 
0.9%. 


On a seasonally adjusted basis, the March to April 
rise in the All-Itmes Consumer Price Index was 0.6%, com- 
prising a 0.3% increase for Food and a 0.6% rise in the index 
for All-Items excluding Food. In April, the current annual 
rate of change in the CPI(1), based on the seasonally 
adjusted movement since three months earlier, was 7.4%, up 
slightly from the March rate of 7.0% but still well below the 
rates recorded throughout 1974.

The Classification system is 
hat of the 1960 standard industrial classification, thus 
vermitting the joint use of price statistics with other data such 
S production and employment similarly classified. 


The data upon which both the initial selection of 
ommodities to be priced and responding firms are made are 
ontained in the Census of Manufacturers, a series of annual 
arveys collecting statistics on shipments of commodities, 
mployment and materials used. Prices are collected on the 
Sth of each month or the nearest transaction date for the 
ymmodity being priced; sales and excise taxes are

reneral Wholesale Index (1935-39 = 100) 


The General Wholesale Index is a commodity classi- 
ed index of prices. The index is “‘general’’ inasmuch as it 
\corporates a diverse selection of both primary and pro- 
2ssed commodities. It is called ‘“‘wholesale’’ because its 
igredient prices relate to that broad and heterogeneous area 
feommodity distribution which excludes only retail trade. In 
ict, the term “‘wholesale’’ has more of a connotation of bulk 
ading than of any homogeneous level of distribution. Thus, 
tough the index mainly includes prices of producers, it also 
overs transactions of ‘‘middle men’”’ who trade in commodi- 
es of a type or in quantities characteristic of primary 
arketing functions. 


Though general wholesale price indexes have been 
ilculated by many countries for years there in no precise 
iswer to the question of what such an index measures. This 

so because the index cannot be associated with any 
lequately definable value aggregate. Unlike a consumer 
‘ice index which can be identified with expenditures of 
yusehold consumers, a general wholesale index covers a 
st of overlapping transactions sometimes involving the 
me ingredient in as many as three different stages of 
ocessing. Yet, conceptually, it is not a measure of the 
irchasing power of money because it omits significant areas 
“monetary transactions such as prices of land, labour, 
curities and services, except in so far as prices of these 
ings are implicit in commodity prices. As a conventional 
mmary figure, its use has tended towards a reference level 
ainst which to observe the behaviour of particular price 
oups such as farm products, industrial materials, building 
aterials and the various other groupings for which indexes 
e published. And as an indicator of general business 
nditions it is usually included in the group which is re- 
rded as approximately coincident with the business cycle.

Indice général des prix de gros (1935-39 = 100) 


L’indice général des prix de gros est un indice des prix 
classés par produit. Cet indice est “général”? du fait qu’il com- 
prend une variété de produits primaires et de produits trans- 
formés. Il est appelé “‘de gros’’ parce que les prix qui le composent 
se rapportent au domaine vaste et hétérogéne de la distribution 
des produits dont seul le commerce de détail est exclu. En réalité, 
l’expression “de gros”’ fait penser plus au commerce de gros qu’au 
niveau homogéne de distribution. Bien que l’indice comprenne 
surtout les prix établis par les producteurs, il englobe également 
les transactions des “‘intermédiaires”’ qui vendent des produits 
dont le genre et la qualité sont particuliers aux fonctions premiéres 
de la commercialisation.

The selection of materials for pricing relates to groups 
such as “‘stable’’ prices, numbering 12, food prices, number- 
ing 5 and “‘sensitive’’ prices, numbering 13. We plan to 
construct an index of industrial prices that will relate to 
current usage of materials and that will be of the more 
traditional Laspeyre’s type in its construction. The presently 
published index contains prices for some materials that no 
longer constitute important industrial inputs. 


The Consumer Price Index for Canada 
(1961 = 100) 


The Consumer Price Index measures the percentage 
change through time in the cost of purchasing a constant 
“‘basket”’ of goods and services representing the purchases by 
a particular population group in a specified time period. The 
“basket” is an unchanging or equivalent quantity and quality 
of goods and services, consisting of items for which there are 
continually measurable market prices over time. 


The index relates to a broad but specific group of 
urban families and reflects the price changes experienced by 
that “target group’’. The index may not represent closely the 
experience of any one specific family within the group, nor 
should it be expected to reflect price change for other 
population groups for which income, family size and place of 
residence are characteristically different. The target group to 
which the current index relates is composed of families — (a) 
living in cities with over 30,000 population, (b) ranging in 
size from two to six persons and (c) with annual incomes in 
1967 ranging from $4,000 to $12,000. To measure the 
influences of price change on the cost of goods and services 
purchased by such families, the Consumer Price Index re- 
flects movements of some 300 items. 


The history of consumer price indexes in Canada 
extends back to the early 1900’s and encompasses periodic 
revisions of index base reference periods and weighting 
patterns. In January 1969, the time base was updated to 
1961=100 from 1949=100; details are contained in the 
January 1969 issue of the monthly publication Prices and 
Price Indexes, Catalogue 62-002. 


From March 1961 to April 1973 inclusive, the weights 
or relative importance of the items in the Consumer Price 
Index were based on 1957 family expenditure patterns; 
details of these weights can be found in The Consumer Price 
Index for Canada (1949= 100) (Revision Based on 1957 
Expenditures), Catalogue 62-518. A subsequent weight re- 
vision to reflect 1967 family expenditure patterns (and within 
the food component, 1969 detailed spending habits) was 
introduced in May 1973. Full details of the latest weighting 
pattern and other background information on the Consumer 
Price Index is available in the occasional paper The Con- 
sumer Price Index for Canada (1961 = 100) (Revision based 
on 1967 Expenditures), Catalogue 62-539.

‘ner or lower in one city than in another. Rather, they 
lsure, within each city, the percentage change in consumer 
es from the base period to subsequent time periods.

L’indice des prix 4 la consommation au Canada reclassé par biens 
et services 


Un systéme révisé de classification supplémentaire, intitulé 
““L’indice des prix a la consommation au Canada reclassé par 
biens et services”’, a été introduit en mai 1973 en méme temps que 
la révision des schémas de pondération de l’indice des prix a la 
consommation afin de rendre compte des dépenses de 1967. 


Cette classification supplémentaire regroupe dans un cadre 
amélioré les éléments de l’indice. En effet, tous les éléments de 
PLP.C. ont été reclassés dans deux grandes catégories, soit la 
catégorie des biens et celle des services, suivant leur caractére le 
plus distinctif ou dominant. La catégorie des biens présente trois 
sous-catégories (biens durables, biens semi-durables, biens non 
durables) déterminées en fonction de la vie utile moyenne prévisi- 
ble.

Purchasing Power of the 1961 Consumer Dollar 


As consumer prices rise, the sum of money required to 
purchase an unchanging or equivalent quantity and quality of 
goods and services increases, and the amount of these items 
that can be purchased with a fixed sum of money decreases. 
Conversely, as prices fall, the amount of goods and services 
that can be purchased with a fixed sum of money increases. 
Thus, rising prices are associated with declining purchasing 
power of money and falling prices are associated with its 
increasing purchasing power. 


The purchasing power of the consumer dollar, in 
other words, bears an inverse relationship to the movement 
of the Consumer Price Index. For example, by January 1973, 
compared with their average level in 1961, consumer prices 
as measured by the C.P.I. were 44.5% higher, so that an 
equivalent basket of goods and services which could be 
purchased for $100.00 in 1961 would cost the consumer 
$144.50 in January 1973. Each consumer dollar in January 
1973, therefore, buys less than in 1961, and the amount of its 
reduced value can be expressed in terms of the inverse 
consumer price movement. Thus, in January 1973 the pur- 
chasing power of the 1961 consumer dollar declined to 
approximately 69 cents ($1.00 x 100.0/144.5 = $0.69). 


Users of the tabulation which shows the purchasing 
power of the 1961 consumer dollar at different points in time 
(Table 12) should note that, as in the case of the Consumer 
Price Index from which it is derived, it may not represent 
closely the experience of any one specific family within the 
large group to which the C.P.I. relates; nor should it be 
expected to reflect the experience of other population groups 
whose income, family size and place of residence are charac- 
teristically different. It should also be noted that, like the 
C.P.L, it is not directly affected by changes in income tax, 
unemployment insurance premiums and certain other secur- 
ity payments. 


Measuring the Purchasing Power of Wages 


Changing consumer price levels affect the amounts of 
consumer goods and services which a dollar will buy, and 
average wages, insofar as they are spent on such items will, 
of course, be affected in the same way. A wage measurement 
which takes the change of consumer prices into account, can 
be calculated by reducing actual average wages by the 
percentage rise in consumer price levels, or increasing them 
by the amount price levels fall. Wages thus adjusted may be 
used to indicate the comparative purchasing power of aver- 
age earnings if consumer price levels and consumption 
patterns had remained constant. The following illustration 
shows how this kind of an adjustment can be made. 


Suppose that a series of average weekly wages rises 
from $80.00 in week A to $100.00 in week B, and that in the 
same interval a consumer price index advances from 100 to 
110.0. Because of the 10% rise in consumer prices, $1.00 will 
not buy as much in week B as it would in week A. On the

dered less valid; the consumer price index weighting pattern 
was last revised in May 1973, and prior to that, in 1961. 
Furthermore, some part of income may be saved, and it 
should be borne in mind that it is not appropriate to reduce 
savings to a constant dollar basis by using an index which 
reflects consumption patterns. 


It should also be kept in mind that measures of 
change in real earnings calculated from averages of gross 
earnings may differ from changes in the purchasing power of 
‘take-home’ pay, due to such factors as changes in personal 
income tax and pay deductions for such things as social 
insurance and pension plans. Thus index numbers of real 
wages should not be interpreted as measuring fluctuations in 
the levels of consumption of wage-earners or wage-earners’ 
families; they are intended to show only the trend in purchas- 
ing power of wages over the items covered by the price index, 
and in addition to the factors already mentioned, do not take 
into account other family income (including family allow- 
ances) or changes in the savings position of families. 


The table in this report showing indexes of both 
actual (current dollar) and real (constant dollar) wages uses 
1961 as a reference year. However, any reference period may 
be chosen as a base since percentage changes between any 
two periods will be the same regardless of the reference 
period selected.

Inter-City Retail Price Comparisons 


Measurements of retail price differentials prevailing 
between a number of Canadian urban centres previously 
published to reflect inter-city comparisons as of May 1965, 
May 1968, May 1969 and May 1971 have been revised to 
February 1975. 


In this new series of updatings inter-city price com- 
parisons will be drawn for goods and services comprising 
most of the budget on which the Consumer Price Index for 
Canada is currently based. 


Table 14 presents the first five components of goods 
and services to be updated in this series. Price indexes for 
additional budget elements will be published on a compo- 
nent-by-component basis as each stage of these results 
becomes available. The data base for this study was the wide 
range of retail price quotations collected in the course of 
production of the national Consumer Price Index in addition 
to supplementary information gathered in a special program 
of pricing undertaken for publication of City Average Retail 
Prices(1).

Security Price Indexes 


Security price indexes measure through time the effect 
of price change on the value of a portfolio of stocks bought 
and held by a hypothetical investor (as opposed to the more 
speculative trader). The portfolio represents stocks of Cana- 
dian companies listed on Toronto and Montreal stock 


exchanges. 


The number of shares held for each issue is in propor- 
tion to the total number of shares outstanding. Prices in the 
investor’s mining and supplementary stock indexes are 
Thursday’s closing quotations from the exchange (Montreal, 
Toronto, Vancouver or Calgary) with the highest volume for 
a particular stock, as reported in the Daily Canadian Data 
Bank of the Financial Post Computer Services Department. 
For preferred stocks, prices are monthly weighted averages 
of the daily closing price in which weights are daily total 
volume. The price reference base for the indexes is the year 
1956, and the indexes express prices as a percentage of price 
in 1956, arithmetically converted to the 1961 =100 base. 


Revised indexes on the base 1956=100 were first 
presented in the June 1962 issue of this publication. The most 
important change in the revision of the indexes, apart from 
the shift in the price reference base, was the classification of 
stocks according to the Standard Industrial Classification. In 
the continuing major group Industrials, 4 sub-groups (Mill- 
ing and Grains, Food and Allied Products, Machinery and 
Equipment, and Building Materials) were replaced by 8 new 
sub-groups (Foods, Printing and Publishing, Primary Metals, 
Metal Fabricating, Non-metallic Minerals, Chemicals, Con- 
struction and Retail Trade). The remaining 5 sub-groups of 
the former index, viz., Industrial Mines, Beverages, Textile 
and Clothing, Pulp and Paper, and Oils (renamed Petro- 
leum) were continued. The major group utilities was contin- 


ued but the Pipelines index was added as a sub-group and the 
previous Power and Traction sub-group was replaced by two 
new sub-groups, viz., Electric Power and Gas Distribution. A 
major group Finance was composed of the former major 
group Banks and the former supplementary index Investment 
and Loan. Constant weights which were previously limited to 
major groups, were extended to sub-groups. Weights in the 
index continue to be based on shares outstanding. 


A revision of the Security Price Indexes to the 
1971 =100 base is under development. 


For the list of stocks currently included in the Inves- 
tors Index and Preferred Index, see Prices and Price Indexes 
for March 1974. 


Price Indexes of Machinery and Equipment 


In response to the need of users wishing either to 
correct expenditure data of machinery and equipment for 
price change or to make comparison of commodity 
movement, a system of machinery and equipment indexes 
has been under development for a number of years. This is 
a system of industry indexes relating to types of equipment 
purchases made by establishments belonging to industries as 
defined by the 1960 Standard Industrial Classification.

The base-weighted indexes give an estimate of how 
much more, or less, it would cost today to purchase a group 
of machines specified for a particular base period. 


The interim time base for the indexes is 1968 = 100 
and most of the data from which weighting patterns were 
derived came from 1968 or nearby years. Such data were 
a supplied by major purchasers. 


Conceptually purchasers’ prices should be utilized in 
such indexes but because of a number of practical problems, 
Mibcafacturers’ selling prices were usually used. Such prices 
were then corrected as relevant for duty, exchange and 
federal sales tax. 


| Foreign prices utilized in the index are either U.S. 

ureau of Labour Statistics commodity indexes or Prices 
Division collections from manufacturers most of whom reside 
in the United States. 


The first industry index was released mid-1971 and 
elated to purchases by the construction industry.

Consumer Price Index 


The Consumer Price Index for Canada (1961 = 100) 
advanced 0.8% to 181.3 in May from 179.8 in April. The 
latest rise, though somewhat greater than the increase in the 
preceding month, was less than half that registered between 
April and May in 1974. Nearly two-fifths of the monthly 
overall advance was attributable to higher food prices which 
rose by 1.1%; Housing accounted for another one-quarter. 
The index for All-Items excluding Food moved up by 0.8%, 
which is about the same rate of change experienced over the 
five months since the beginning of the year. Between May 
1974 and May 1975, the total CPI advanced 10.1%. 


Although the 1.1% rise in the Food index between 
April and May was the largest monthly increase since the 
beginning of the year, it was well below the 3.0% increase 
reported in the corresponding period in 1974. Seasonally 
higher prices for fresh produce, along with generally in- 
creased quotations for meat, provided the main impetus 
behind the latest monthly rise in the general food price level. 
Fresh fruits and fresh vegetables moved up in price by 7.5% 
and 5.7%, respectively. Beef prices, which had steadily 
decreased a total of 17.6% in the previous four months, 
advanced 1.4% in early May. Pork and poultry also retailed 
higher, moving up by 2.0% and 1.2%, respectively. In con- 
trast, eggs declined in price by 4.6% and margarine retailed 
lower for the third consecutive month. 


The advance of 0.8% in the index for All-Items other 
than Food was mainly due to increased shelter costs for both 
owned and rented accommodation, to price rises for cig- 
arettes and other tobacco products, and to higher quotations 
for recreational equipment as well as widespread advances in 
movie admissions. 


Viewed in terms of relative price change between 
goods and services, from April to May goods increased by 
0.9% while services moved up 0.6%. Over the latest twelve- 
month period, both goods and services registered identical 
price rises of 10.1%. 


Ona seasonally adjusted basis, the April to May rise 
in the All-Items Consumer Price Index was 0.7%, comprising 
a 1.1% increase for Food and a 0.6% advance in the index for 
All-Items excluding Food. In May, the current annual rate of 
change in the CPI, based on the seasonally adjusted 
movement since three months earlier, was 7.1%, consistently 
remaining at about the same level since March.

INTRODUCTION

sur la base 1971 = 100 a été faite. Des changements ont été 
ainsi apportés 4 la composition et 4 la méthode du calcul des 


indices et la base de référence des prix 1961 a été changée en 
celle de 1971. 


Définition et critéres de sélection 


Les indices des cours des valeurs mobiliéres mesurent 
dans le temps les effets du mouvement des prix sur les valeurs 
d'un portefeuille d'actions achetées et détenues aux fins de 
placements. Le systéme des indices des cours des valeurs 
mobiliéres comprend 1'indice des cours des actions ordinaires, 


l'indice des prix des titres miniers, deux indices supplémen- 


taires (pétrole et gaz, uranium) et 1! indice des actions privi- 
légiées. Ces indices comprennent des actions qui doivent 
répondre aux critéres suivants.

The major departures from the methodology of the 
previous indexes are as follows: 


1. The prices used in the calculation of the weekly 
common stock indexes are no longer Thursday's 
closing quotations. They are now the daily closing 
quotations from the exchange with the highest vol- 
ume of shares traded for each stock, averaged over 
the number of trading days in the particular week. 
For preferred stock, prices used are the monthly 
weighted averages of daily closing quotations in 
which the weights are the daily total sales. 

2. Weighting at the finest level of detail (the 
individual securities) remains proportional to the 
number of shares outstanding as of January 1 of 
each year. The weights of major groups and sub- 
groups, however, have been calculated in the 1971 = 
100 series according to a formula which modifies 
the value of the shares outstanding in 1971 by the 
trading experience in the period 1971 to 1974. This 
reduces the importance given to stocks held by 
parent or investment companies for control purposes 
and which therefore are not available for trading. 
The weights used are thus proportional to the number 
of shares actually traded on the market over a pe- 
riod of four years. (See Appendix A.)

In the case of the annual revision, a change in 
portfolio composition, or a stock split, the adjust- 
ments are made in such a way that the index level re- 
mains unaffected by the change. 


Continuity between 1971 and 1961 Series 


Correction factors allowing for conversion of 
1961 = 100 based indexes to 1971 = 100 based indexes 
have been calculated for every major group and sub-group 
in the common and preferred stock indexes (see Appendix 
B). Adjustement of the security price series can be 
made for any data based on 1961 = 100 up to December 
1970 inclusively. The procedure merely requires the 
multiplication of a given index on the base 1961 = 100 
by its appropriate correction factor to relate the index 
to that based on 1971 = 100. From January 1971 on the 
data has been revised. See Appendix D for monthly in- 
dexes from January 1971 to May 1975 and Appendix E for 
weekly indexes from January 1975 to present. The charts 
in Appendix F illustrate the movement of the four 
common stock indexes for January 1971 to May 1975. 


Since both Radio and Television Broadcasting 
and Insurance sub-groups have been introduced at the 
time of the 1971 revision no data are available prior 
to January 1971. 


The weekly indexes will continue to appear in the 
Statistics Canada Daily bulletin. The monthly indexes, 
an arithmetic average of the weekly indexes, will be 
published in Prices and Price Indexes, Catalogue 62-002.

EXPLANATION OF METHODS USED 
AND ADDITIONAL SOURCES 
FOR PRICE SERIES 


Industrial Price Indexes 
Industry Selling Price indexes (196i = 180) 


Industry selling price indexes are published for ap- 
proximately 100 industries within manufacturing. Also pub- 
lished are approximately 425 commodity price indexes for 
the products of these industries. The Classification system is 
that of the 1960 standard industrial classification, thus 
permitting the joint use of price statistics with other data such 
as production and employment similarly classified. 


The data upon which both the initial selection of 
commodities to be priced and responding firms are made are 
contained in the Census of Manufacturers, a series of annual 
surveys collecting statistics on shipments of commodities, 
employment and materials used. Prices are collected on the 
1Sth of each month or the nearest transaction date for the 
commodity being priced; sales and excise taxes are 
excluded. 


The industry classified price indexes are useful for 
analysis of price movements, for estimation of the constant 
dollar value of shipments, and for purposes of contract 
escalations. 


A complete description of these indexes is contained 
in: Industry Selling Price Indexes 1956-68, Catalogue 
62-528. 


Industry Selling Price Index: 
Manufacturing 


The index is gross weighted. It measures the 
movements of prices of gross shipments of manufacturing 
industries, including inter-industry shipments between indi- 
vidual industries within manufacturing. Therefore, it dupli- 
cates the movements of some prices in the sense that, for 
example, flour prices are given full weight as part of the 
shipments of the Flour Mills Industry and then are implicitly 
counted again through full weighting of the shipment prices 
of those manufacturing industries which use flour as an 
ingredient in their outputs, e.g., bread, biscuits, cakes, etc. 


“Iron & Steel Mills:” 12-2910 


The principal change in the index is as follows: From 
January 1973 forward prices collected from the various 
companies are, for any given commodity, weighted together 
in a way that reflects the relative importance of each compa- 
ny’s shipments of the commodity to the total shipments of 
that commodity by all companies in the year 1971. In 
addition prices for stainless products were deleted from the 
series bars hot rolled ete. ( 12-2910-082), in September 1972 
and from the series sheets and strip cold rolled etc. (12- 
2910-084) in October 1972. Prices for stainless products, 
however, are included in the price index for the iron and steel! 
mills industry. 


The concept of price change measured is net return to 
mill.

General Wholesale Index (1935-39 = 100) 


The General Wholesale Index is a commodity classi- 
fied index of prices. The index is ‘“‘general’’ inasmuch as it 
incorporates a diverse selection of both primary and pro- 
cessed commodities. It is called ‘“‘wholesale’’ because its 
ingredient prices relate to that broad and heterogeneous area 
of commodity distribution which excludes only retail trade. In 
fact, the term “‘wholesale’’ has more of a connotation of bulk 
trading than of any homogeneous level of distribution. Thus, 
though the index mainly includes prices of producers, it also 
covers transactions of ‘middle men’”’ who trade in commodi- 
ties of a type or in quantities characteristic of primary 
marketing functions. 


Though general wholesale price indexes have been 
calculated by many countries for years there in no precise 
answer to the question of what such an index measures. This 
is so because the index cannot be associated with any 
adequately definable value aggregate. Unlike a consumer 
price index which can be identified with expenditures of 
household consumers, a general wholesale index covers a 
host of overlapping transactions sometimes involving the 
same ingredient in as many as three different stages of 
processing. Yet, conceptually, it is not a measure of the 
purchasing power of money because it omits significant areas 
of monetary transactions such as prices of land, labour, 
securities and services, except in so far as prices of these 
things are implicit in commodity prices. As a conventional 
summary figure, its use has tended towards a reference level 
against which to observe the behaviour of particular price 
groups such as farm products, industrial materials, building 
materials and the various other groupings for which indexes 
are published. And as an indicator of general business 
conditions it is usually included in the group which is re- 
garded as approximately coincident with the business cycle. 
However, its main attribute now lies in its long historical 
continuity.

fhe Consumer Price Index for Canada 
(1961 = 100) 


The Consumer Price Index measures the percentage 
hange through time in the cost of purchasing a constant 
‘basket”’ of goods and services representing the purchases by 
| particular population group in a specified time period. The 
‘basket”’ is an unchanging or equivalent quantity and quality 
f goods and services, consisting of items for which there are 
ontinually measurable market prices over time. 


The index relates to a broad but specific group of 
ban families and reflects the price changes experienced by 
hat “target group’’. The index may not represent closely the 
xperience of any one specific family within the group, nor 
hould it be expected to reflect price change for other 
opulation groups for which income, family size and place of 
esidence are characteristically different. The target group to 
vhich the current index relates is composed of families — (a) 
ving in cities with over 30,000 population, (b) ranging in 
ize from two to six persons and (c) with annual incomes in 
967 ranging from $4,000 to $12,000. To measure the 
nfluences of price change on the cost of goods and services 
urchased by such families, the Consumer Price Index re- 
lects movements of some 300 items. 


The history of consumer price indexes in Canada 
xtends back to the early 1900’s and encompasses periodic 
evisions of index base reference periods and weighting 
atterns. In January 1969, the time base was updated to 
961=100 from 1949=100; details are contained in the 
anuary 1969 issue of the monthly publication Prices and 
rice Indexes, Catalogue 62-002. 


From March 1961 to April 1973 inclusive, the weights 
r relative importance of the items in the Consumer Price 
ndex were based on 1957 family expenditure patterns; 
etails of these weights can be found in The Consumer Price 
ndex for Canada (1949= 100) (Revision Based on 1957 
ixpenditures), Catalogue 62-518. A subsequent weight re- 
ision to reflect 1967 family expenditure patterns (and within 
he food component, 1969 detailed spending habits) was 
itroduced in May 1973.

The Consumer Price Index for Canada Reclassified by 
Goods and Services 


A revised supplementary classification system, enti- 
tled ““The Consumer Price Index reclassified by Goods and 
Services’’, was introduced in May 1973 with the revision of 
the weighting pattern of the Consumer Price Index to reflect 
1967 expenditures. 


This supplementary classification introduces an im- 
proved framework for regrouping the items which comprise 
the Index. In it, all items in the C.P.I. have been reclassified 
into two major categories — goods and services — according 
to their most characteristic or dominant attribute. The goods 
component has been sub-divided into three categories: dura- 
ble, semi-durable, and non-durable goods, according to 
expected average useful lifetime criteria. Services, on the 
other hand, have been sub-divided according to broad 
functional categories. 


Historical series conforming to the revised classifica- 
tion system replace the previously published supplementary 
indexes and are available, with explanatory notes, for the 
period January 1961 to April 1973 inclusive, in Retail Prices 
and Living Costs Service Bulletin, Catalogue 62-005, Vol. 2 
No. 7. 


Consumer Price Indexes for Regional Cities (1961 = 100) 


Consumer Price Indexes for Regional Cities are pub- 
lished monthly in this bulletin (Table 11). Except for their 
individual weighting systems, and the fact that they are based 
on fewer quotations, the regional city indexes are generally 
similar in concept and item coverage to the Consumer Price 
Index for Canada. 


Prior to May 1973, the city indexes may have under- 
estimated the degree of price movements occurring because 
the shelter component of the city indexes moved on the basis 
of changes in rents only, whereas changes in both rents and 
homeownership costs were, and continue to be, included in 
the Canada index. As a result of homeownership costs having 
increased more rapidly than rents, the housing and the 
all-items indexes for cities tended to underestimate somewhat 
the rates of price increase particularly over longer periods. 
From May 1973 forward, however, homeownership costs are 
included in the regional city consumer price indexes so that 
the Canada and the regional city indexes are consistent in 
terms of their content and treatment. 


Each city index is designed to measure the influence 
of changes in retail prices taking place in the locality speci- 
fied, upon the cost of a fixed basket of goods and services 
representing the level of consumption of a representative 
group of families in the particular area specified. 


In using the city indexes, it should be remembered 
that they do not in any way indicate whether price levels are 
higher or lower in one city than in another. Rather, they 
measure, within each city, the percentage change in consumer 
prices from the base period to subsequent time periods.

‘urchasing Power of the 1961 Consumer Dollar 


As consumer prices rise, the sum of money required to 
urchase an unchanging or equivalent quantity and quality of 
oods and services increases, and the amount of these items 
vat can be purchased with a fixed sum of money decreases. 
onversely, as prices fall, the amount of goods and services 
vat can be purchased with a fixed sum of money increases. 
hus, rising prices are associated with declining purchasing 
ower of money and falling prices are associated with its 
wcreasing purchasing power. 


The purchasing power of the consumer dollar, in 
ther words, bears an inverse relationship to the movement 
f the Consumer Price Index. For example, by January 1973, 
ompared with their average level in 1961, consumer prices 
s measured by the C.P.I. were 44.5% higher, so that an 
quivalent basket of goods and services which could be 
urchased for $100.00 in 1961 would cost the consumer 
144.50 in January 1973. Each consumer dollar in January 
973, therefore, buys less than in 1961, and the amount of its 
educed value can be expressed in terms of the inverse 
onsumer price movement. Thus, in January 1973 the pur- 
hasing power of the 1961 consumer dollar declined to 
pproximately 69 cents ($1.00 x 100.0/144.5 = $0.69). 


Users of the tabulation which shows the purchasing 
ower of the 1961 consumer dollar at different points in time 
Table 12) should note that, as in the case of the Consumer 
rice Index from which it is derived, it may not represent 
losely the experience of any one specific family within the 
irge group to which the C.P.I. relates; nor should it be 
xpected to reflect the experience of other population groups 
those income, family size and place of residence are charac- 
ristically different. It should also be noted that, like the 
P.I., it is not directly affected by changes in income tax, 
nemployment insurance premiums and certain other secur- 
y payments. 


feasuring the Purchasing Power of Wages 


Changing consumer price levels affect the amounts of 


sumer goods and services which a dollar will buy, and 
verage wages, insofar as they are spent on such items will, 
f course, be affected in the same way. A wage measurement 
hich takes the change of consumer prices into account, can 
e calculated by reducing actual average wages by the 
ercentage rise in consumer price levels, or increasing them 
y the amount price levels fall. Wages thus adjusted may be 
sed to indicate the comparative purchasing power of aver- 
ge earnings if consumer price levels and consumption 
atterns had remained constant. The following illustration 
10ws how this kind of an adjustment can be made. 


Suppose that a series of average weekly wages rises 
om $80.00 in week A to $100.00 in week B, and that in the 
ime interval a consumer price index advances from 100 to 
10.0. Because of the 10% rise in consumer prices, $1.00 will 
ot buy as much in week B as it would in week A. On the

other hand, the 25% rise from $80.00 to $100.00 will over- 
state the increase which has occurred in the purchasing power 
of average weekly wages. This overstatement can be removed 
by reducing the figure of $100.00 by the amount of the 
consumer price index increase. The adjusted average is 
$90.91 ((100.0/110.0) x $100), which may be referred to as 
a weekly wage average for week B expressed in the dollars of 
period A; or it may be said to indicate the level of real weekly 
wages relative to week A. 


The foregoing calculation can be carried a step fur- 
ther to express, in index number form, the relationship 
between the week A average of $80.00 and the week B 
adjusted figure of $90.91. Assuming the week A average of 
$80.00 as an index equal to 100, the week B index becomes 
113.6 ((90.91/80.00) x 100). Such an index may be called an 
index of average weekly real wages. It indicates that average 
wages for week B will buy 13.6% more goods and services 
than they did in week A, in spite of a 10% rise in consumer 
prices. This 13.6% increase in real wages compares with the 
25% rise in money wages (($100.00-$80.00/$80.00) x 100). 


In Table 13, the index numbers of average weekly 
wages in manufacturing in current dollar terms (1961 = 100) 
are calculated by dividing the weekly wages in current dollars 
by the 1961 average weekly wage in current dollars and 
multiplying the result by one hundred. For example, the 
weekly wage index for September 1972 in current dollars 
(1961=100) is 196.4 ((146.23/74.45) x 100). The weekly 
wages in 1961 dollar terms are determined by dividing the 
weekly wage in current dollars by the consumer price index 
for Canada for the month following the month to which the 
wages relate and multiplying the result by one hundred. 
Thus, the September 1972 weekly wage in 1961 dollars is 
$102.98 ((146.23/142.0) x 100). (The wage and the price 
data both refer to generally similar time periods: current 
wages for a particular month relate to the last pay periods in 
that month, while most prices for the consumer price index of 
the following month are collected in the first week of that 
month. ) 


The index numbers of weekly wages in 1961 dollar 
terms (1961=100) are determined by dividing the weekly 
wages in 1961 dollars by the base (1961) average weekly 
wage and multiplying the result by one hundred. For exam- 
ple, the September 1972 weekly wage index in 1961 dollar 
terms (1961 = 100) is 138.3 ((102.98/74.45) x 100). 


It should be noted that while the estimates of average 
real wages may reflect the experiences of broad groups of 
workers in manufacturing fairly well, their applicability to 
individual wage-earners depends upon a number of consider- 
ations. For example, individual earnings will differ signifi- 
cantly from the group average, depending upon occupation, 
industry, geographical location, or sex of the wage-earner. 
Moreover, individual spending habits differ widely, but the 
consumer price index which is used to adjust the earnings 
data refers only to the average consumption pattern of a 
particular population group. Group spending patterns 
change over periods of time. To the extent that this occurs, 
the wage data adjusted by the consumer price index (which 
has a “‘fixed’’ consumption pattern), will gradually be ren-

surance and pension plans. Thus index numbers of real 
ages should not be interpreted as measuring fluctuations in 
e levels of consumption of wage-earners or wage-earners’ 
milies; they are intended to show only the trend in purchas- 
g power of wages over the items covered by the price index, 
id in addition to the factors already mentioned, do not take 
to account other family income (including family allow- 
ies) or changes in the savings position of families. 


The table in this report showing indexes of both 
tual (current dollar) and real (constant dollar) wages uses 
61 as a reference year. However, any reference period may 
- chosen as a base since percentage changes between any 
© periods will be the same regardless of the reference 
riod selected.

Measurements of retail price differentials prevailing 
tween a number of Canadian urban centres previously 
iblished to reflect inter-city comparisons as of May 1965, 
ay 1968, May 1969 and May 1971 have been revised to 
sbruary 1975. 


In this new series of updatings inter-city price com- 
isons will be drawn for goods and services comprising 
ost of the budget on which the Consumer Price Index for 
anada is currently based. 


Table 14 presents the first five components of goods 
id services to be updated in this series. Price indexes for 
ditional budget elements will be published on a compo- 
nt-by-component basis as each stage of these results 
comes available. The data base for this study was the wide 
nge of retail price quotations collected in the course of 
oduction of the national Consumer Price Index in addition 
Supplementary information gathered in a special program 
pricing undertaken for publication of City Average Retail 
ices(1).

As previously, to facilitate price comparability 
between locations, differential price measurements are de- 
rived between separate pairs of cities in geographic proximity 
to each other. Within each city pair, price quotations were 
matched at the item level on the basis of identical specifica- 
tions, including brand names wherever possible, and also 
having regard for comparability of retail outlets and mer- 
chandising practises. By means of a linking procedure, paired 
city indexes are initially related to a common base city and 
subsequently compared with a weighted average of the 
combined 11 cities equalling 100. This is a departure from 
previous such studies which were based on Winnipeg price 
levels equalling 100. Item price relationships are aggregated 
by application of the 1967 combined cities weighting dia- 
gram updated for price change to February 1975.

Farm Input Price Indexes (1961 = 100) 


Farm Input Price Indexes measure, through time, 
changes in prices of commodities and services used in Cana- 
dian farming operations. The item content and weights are 
based on data from the 1958 Farm Income and Expenditure 
Survey, the most recent source of sufficiently detailed data. 
These data have been modified to reflect 1961 prices and 
conditions. Farm Input Price Indexes are calculated quarterly 
for Eastern, Western and all Canada on a 1961=100 time 
base. 


Farm Input Price Indexes replace one of the two 
major component indexes of the previously published series, 
Price Index Numbers of Commodities and Services used by 
Farmers, 1935-39= 100. The latter index was composed of a 
Farm Family Living Index and a Composite Index Exclusive 
of Living Component. The Farm Input Price Indexes replaces 
the Composite Index Exclusive of Living Component from 
1961 forward. 


A detailed description of concepts, methods and data 
sources in contained in the occasional paper, Farm Input 
Price Indexes, 1961 = 100, Catalogue 62-534, and is repro- 
duced in the September 1971 issue of Prices and Price 
Indexes, Catalogue 62-002. The foregoing publications also 
contain total and component price indexes for Eastern, 
Western, and all Canada, from 1961 to and including the 
third quarter 1971. 


Current price indexes will be published on a regular 
basis in the quarterly publication, Farm Input Price Indexes, 
1961=100, Catalogue 62-004, and in the monthly publica- 
tion Prices and Price Indexes, C atalogue 62-002. 


The Farm Family Living component of the 1935-39 
series has not been replaced by an updated conterparts, and 
publication has been suspended.

Revised security price indexes on the base 1971 = 100 
re presented for the first time in the May 1975 issue of this 
blication. The revision constitutes changes in the composi- 
n and method of calculation of the indexes as well as a shift 
the price reference base from 1961 to 1971. 


Security price indexes measure through time the effect 
price change on the value of a portfolio of stocks bought 
d held for investment purposes. The portfolio represents 
ks of Canadian companies listed on at least one Canadian 
change. The number of shares held for each issue is in 
portion to the total number of shares outstanding as of 
nuary | of each year. 


The indexes are calculated using the Laspeyres index 
‘mula. Prices for the weekly common stock indexes are the 
ily closing quotations from the exchange with the highest 
lume for each stock, averaged over the number of trading 
ys in the particular week. For preferred stock, prices used 
> the monthly weighted averages of daily closing quota- 
ns in which the weights are the daily total sales. Index 
ighting at the group and sub-group level are based on the 
erage yearly volume of shares traded over the period 1971 
1974. 


The stocks included in the indexes are classified 
sording to the Standard Industrial Classification (revised 
70). Two new sub-groups have been established as part of 
- Investors Index: Radio and Television Broadcasting has 
en added to Utilities while Insurance has been added to the 
lance group. The order of the sub-groups has been slightly 
tranged and two-sub groups (Alcoholic Beverages and 
ide) have undergone minor name changes. 


ce Indexes of Machinery and Equipment 


In response to the need of users wishing either to 
rect expenditure data of machinery and equipment for 
ce change or to make comparison of commodity 
vement, a system of machinery and equipment indexes 
been under development for a number of years. This is 
ystem of industry indexes relating to types of equipment 
chases made by establishments belonging to industries as 
ined by the 1960 Standard Industrial Classification. 


The base-weighted indexes give an estimate of how 
ch more, or less, it would cost today to purchase a group 
nachines specified for a particular base period. 


The interim time base for the indexes is 1968 = 100 
| most of the data from which weighting patterns were 
ived came from 1968 or nearby years. Such data were 
ally supplied by major purchasers. 


Conceptually purchasers’ prices should be utilized in 
h indexes but because of a number of practical problems, 
nufacturers’ selling prices were usually used. Such prices 
e then corrected as relevant for duty, exchange and 
eral sales tax.

Les indices révisés des cours des valeurs mobiliéres sur la 
base 1971=100 ont été présentés pour la premiére fois dans le 
numero de mai 1975 de cette publication.

Afin de répondre au besoin des utilisateurs qui désirent 
réviser les données sur les dépenses en macnines et en matériel en 
fonction des changements de prix ou établir une comparaison du 
mouvement des marchandises, on prépare depuis un certain 
nombre d’années un systéme d’indices des prix des machines et du 
matériel. Il s’agit d’un systéme d’indices par industrie ayant trait 
aux genres d’achats de matériel des établissements qui font partie 
des industries définies dans la Classification type des industries de 
1960. 


Les indices pondérés en fonction de la base donnent une 
estimation de la différence du prix d’achat d’un groupe de 
machines déterminé pour une période de base donnée. 


La base provisoire pour les indices est 1968=100. La 
plupart des données dont on a extrait les facteurs de pondération 
dataient de 1968 environ. D’habitude, ces données étaient four- 
nies par les principaux acheteurs. 


Du point de vue conceptuel, on devrait utiliser les prix des 
acheteurs dans ce genre d’indices, mais on a habituellement 
employé les prix de vente de fabricants pour des question d’ordre 
pratique. On a ensuite apporté a ces prix les corrections appro- 
priées pour les droits de douane, le change et la taxe de vente 
fédérale.
